NEWTON The Retirement Board has voted 
unanimously to allow the city union employees to 
decide whether or not the board should divest its 
holdings from American companies doing business 
in South Africa. 

Despite pleas to divest from two local lawmakers 
and dozens of high school students and citizens, the 
board members said they do not plan to divest from 
companies that abide by the Sullivan Principles, a 
code of conduct that calls for fair labor practices 
and active participation by American companies in 
South Africa to abolish apartheid. 

“The board’s funds do not belong to us. They 
belong to the employees and retirees of the city,” 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino said. ‘It’s up to 
them to decide what to do with the board’s

Board members said this would mark the first 
time employees would be asked to decide a policy 
question. Employees are slated to vote on the issue 
in September. 

The issue was decided by the board within the 
first five minutes of last week's meeting and later 
the floor was opened for discussion. State Sen. Jack 
Backman, D-Newton/Brookline, called the lack of 
discussion before the vote an ‘‘outrage.”’ 

“To first have a vote and then ask for discussion 
is a warped way to hold a public meeting and I find 
it insulting,” Backman said, angrily throwing his 
papers and folders on the floor. ‘I am shocked and 
chagrined at the way your pension board 
operates.” 

Before taking the vote, Marino said statistics pro- 
ve that divested portfolios are more ‘“‘ri 
volatile” than non-divested ones.

NEWTON — The city’s in- 
sistence on the same drug testing 
language agreed to by police is 
blocking a contract settlement 
with firefighters, according to 
the union president. 

Kevin McArdle, president of 
the Newton Firefighters Associa- 
tion (NFA), said city negotiators 
are demanding his membership 
either agree to drug testing 
language or accept a smaller 
raise than that recently granted 
to police. 

City negotiators are offering 
firefighters a 20-percent hike 
over four years should they 
refuse police testing language, 
McArdle said.

N TON - Municipal 
employees and retirees would 
be supporting America’s tradi- 
tion of equality by forcing the 
Retirement Board to get rid of 
South African related in- 
vestments, according to 
Mayor Theodore D Mann.

The last negotiated firefighter 
agreement ended in June 1984. 

The union president questioned 
the sincerity of the city’s fight for 
drug testing. If officials truly 
cared about drugs and employee 
safety, they would not propose to 
back off the testing language in 
exchange for smaller raises, 
McArdle said. 

“It’s hypocrisy,’’ McArdle 
said. “That bothers me very 
much.” 

McArdle said he could not 
recommend and his membership 
would be unlikely to support the 
city’s current offer because it 
contains the Grug policy in the

police contract. 

That drug language could lead 
to harassment because it would 
give a chief too much discre- 
tionary power, McArdle said. A 
chief or the city could use that 
power to harass an employee for 
personal reasons, he said. Some 
police officers have questioned 
the policy on those same grounds. 

The police contract gives Chief 
William Quinn the right to seek 
drug tests when there is 
“reasonable cause”’ to suspect an 
officer. 

Any fair drug policy should em- 


phasize education and rehabilita- 
tion for the first offender, said 
McArdle. The city wants the 
right to take punitive action in- 
stead, he said. 

“They're talking about a 
sledge hammer,” said McArdle. 
‘“‘They’re talking about 
discipline, not rehabilitation.” 

The issue of drug testing has 
put an unfair stigma on the police 
and firefighters, McArdle said. 

“The immediate perception is 
there must be a drug problem,” 
he said. ‘In my department,

Early last week, Cornelius Allen Trevino, a 14- 
year old from Laredo, Texas shot himself to death 
on the grave of an older brother who died in 1984 
of a drug overdose. According to a family 
member, Trevino had told at least 21 people he 
planned to kill himself. Apparently no one took 
him seriously 

Last month, a 21-year-old woman just arrested 
for driving while intoxicated attempted to hang 
herself in a Watertown jail cell. Only quick action 
by a local officer aborted the attempt. 

Last year, a young Westwood man succeeded in 
hanging himself with his shirt in the Dedham 
Police station lockup following his arrest for 
possession of drug paraphernalia and a $50 traffic 
Voilation. 

Three different cases. Three different com- 
munities. Two different outcomes. The single 
common denominator is that all were young. 

“There is no single stereotype of a suicidal per- 
son,’’ says Dr. Douglas Jacobs, assistant pro- 


and director of The Cambridge Hospital Center 
for the Study of Suicide. ‘That's one of the pro- 
blems."’ 


These three deaths represent a growing number 
of youths in this country who choose to end their 
lives through suicide — a phenomonon experts 
say is a good barometer of the feelings of despair 
and hopelessness being experienced by 
adolescents today. 


“There's no question there is a very big in- 
crease in the numbers of suicides among young 
people,’’ says Kay Tiffany, who runs a stress- 
depression workshop for teachers and counselors 
in the Winchester Public Schools. ‘The statistics 
bear this out.”’ 


In Jacohs’ eyes, these statistics — particularly 
among adolescents — are ‘‘alarming." In 1960, 3 
of every 100,000 adolescents committed suicide. In 
1960, the rate had quadrupled to 12 per 100,000. 
According to the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, 6,000 teens or young adults killed 


minutes — making it the third leading cause of 
death behind accidents and homicides in that age 
group 

The rise in suicides among youth is not limited 
exclusively to adolescents. According to Dr. 
Herbert Hendin, director of the Center for 
Psychosocial Studies at New York Medical Col- 
lege, the rate

‘Celtics fever’ is not unani

NEWTON - Fan hysteria will 
mount as the Celtics climb 


towards the NBA championship, 
but a local sports expert says one 
ethnic group wants the Lakers or 
the 76ers or anyone to knock 
them off the playoff ladder: 

Boston College professor An- 
drew Buni has concluded that 
black fans, in general, root 
against the local men in green 

But a prominent Boston sports 
columnist said if Buni’s observa- 
tion is correct, the Celtics may 
well be the victims — rather than 
the cause — of racism. 

Buni — who teaches courses on 
the history of American sports 
and the history of blacks in 
American sports —- recently ask- 
ed a class of 160 students if they 
favor the Celtics. The 15 or so 
black students all wanted them to 
lose. Buni pressed one to explain 
why 

“Oh, you know,’ the student 
said. 

“You tell me,’’ Buni pressed 
him. 

“They just don’t take care of 
the brothers,” said the student. 
“The word is out on the Celtics 
among blacks who know bisket- 
ball.”” 

Their dislike appears to be a 
reaction to the racial makeup of 
the current Celtics — eight white 
and four blacks. This is the 
lowest number of blacks on any 
NBA team. 

But black fans’ dislike of the 
Celtics may stem from a much 
deeper cause, Buni observed. 
Racial tensions that have existed 
for decades in the metropolitan 
area make it difficult for blacks 
to get behind the team, said Buni, 
who has followed the Celtics for 
the last 30 years. 

Integrating the Boston public 
schools led to violence and a bus- 
ing crisis that lasted from 1967 to 
1974, said Buni. Boston is now 
“licking its wounds,’’ while the 
suburbs remain white bastions 
indifferent or even hostile to 
blacks, he said. 

Celtics General Manager Jan 
: Volk declined to comment on the 
issue. ‘I don’t feel qualified to 
(talk about the sociological im- 
; plications of this subject,” he 
« said. “I have a tough enough time 
) putting out a good team. I hope 
that’s sufficient.” 

Alluding to regional racial ten- 
« sions, two black stars from this 
year’s BC basketball team said 
they are rooting against the 
Celtics. 

“I’m always looking for so- 
meone to knock them off,”’ said 
senior guard Dominic Pressley. 

Roger McCready, last year’s 
leading scorer, echoed his team- 
mate’s sentiment. 

“Blacks aren’t as well 
represented (on the Celtics),"’ he 
said, ‘‘and possibly not as much 
appreciated.” 

Celtic crowds are largely white 
and the atmosphere is in- 
hospitable for many black fans, 
said Pressley. ‘You go to the 
Boston Garden and see basically 
‘a lot of Irish people,’’ said 
‘Pressley. ‘You don’t really feel 
comfortable in the Boston 
Garden.” 

The Garden audience mirrors 
the city’s unwritten racial code, 
which says some places are for 
whites and others for blacks, said 
McCready. Blacks feel unsafe 
walking the streets of South 
Boston and whites feel the same 








in Roxbury, he observed. 
Other cities are working 
toward racial harmony, but 


Boston remains divided, 
Pressley said. 

A game between the Celtics 
and Los Angeles Lakers — whose 
starting lineup is mostly black — 
appears to mirror the different 
racial attitudes of the two cities, 
noted Pressley. ‘You can almost 
view it as black versus white,” he 
said, 

Garden audiences are not as 
quick to acknowledge the 
superior play of black players as 
they are of whites, said Pressley, 
“If you look at Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar and all the things he’s 
done, he doesn’t get appreciated 
in Boston,” he said,

exception. Bob Ryan, who has 
covered the Celtics for over 15 
years as a Boston Globe reporter, 
said Garden fans have expressed 
great appreciation for such black 
stars as Julius Erving, Magic 
Johnson and Dennis Johnson. 

“You tell me DJ (Johnson) 
isn’t appreciated?” Ryan said. 
“Nonsense.” 

Ryan noted the Boston Garden 
audience gave Jabbar long stan- 
ding ovation for breaking the 
NBA field goal record last year. 

In fact, Jabbar wrote a letter to 
the Globe expressing his ap- 
preciation, Ryan said. ‘For 15 
years, I have been visiting 
Boston Garden and, while I may 
have never been a crowd 
favorite, it was most gratifying to 
hear and feel your ovation,” the 
Laker great wrote. 

While Ryan agreed few blacks 
attend Celtics games, black at- 
tendance in all NBA cities is low. 
“The economics preclude most 
black people from going to the 
games,’’ Ryan said. 

In his more than 15 years 
covering the Celtics, Ryan notic- 
ed only Cobo Arena - which used 
to house the Detroit Pistons - had 
a large black audience. 

“It was refreshing to know they 
would come,” Ryan said. ‘Why 
there?” 


He decided to look into the mat- 
ter and discovered a healthy 
Detroit auto industry was placing 
blacks in foremen and middle- 
management positions. 

The Pistons now play in Pon- 
tiac, an industrial community 
outside of Detroit, and the black 
audience is considerably 
smaller, the Globe writer said. 

The Celtics have an exemplary 
record on racial issues, said 
Ryan, a point on which Buni 
agrees. 

The team had the first black 
NBA player - Chuck Cooper in the 
early 1950s - and the first black 
coach, Bill Russell, Ryan and 
Buni both pointed out. 

Ryan said current Celtic Presi- 
dent and former coach Red Auer- 
bach insisted on pairing a black 
and white player as road room- 
mates wherever possible. Jo Jo 
White and Dave Cowens, Tom 
Sanders and John Havlicek, and 
Don Chaney and Don Nelson all 
shared rooms, Ryan cited as ex- 
amples, 

In addition, the Celtics and 
Philadelphia 76ers simultaneous- 
ly started the first all-black 
teams in 1965, 
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that many knowledgeable black 
fans do not like the Celtics - is 
plausible. 

“Without any question, this is a 
supportable premise,”’ the Globe 
writer said. ‘‘What it 
demonstrates is racism is a two- 
way street.” 

Black fans should keep in mind 
the Celtics’ race record and 
judge the team on its court play, 
said the Globe writer. ‘The only 
issue would be if they had white 
players and they were an inferior 
team,” he said. “Then they 
would be subject to every form of 
legitimate criticism.” 

But the current Celtics team 
may be one of the best ever. ‘It's 
a good test of the tolerance of 
black people,” Ryan stressed. 

Some sociologists would argue 
that this Celtics team is not a test 
of tolerance but evidence of 
“racial stacking’ - a concept 
which says teams reserve for 
whites positions of control and 
authority that require intellec- 
tual ability. 

A white would be more likely to 
be named a quarterback or a pit- 
cher than a black of greater 
talent, according to the theory. 

BC sociologist and Newton 
alderman Michael Malec - who 
teaches a course in the sociology 
of sports - said the concept seems 
illogical in that it would have 
teams acting against their own 
best interests. 

There is, however, strong 
evidence to support the theory, 
Malec pointed out. 

Well over 90 percent of the pit- 
chers in major league baseball 
were nonblack in 1985 and there 
were no black catchers. 

Almost all pro football quarter- 
backs were white in 1984. Blacks 
were prevelant only at running 
back, wide receiver and defen- 
sive back. 

More than 70 percent of the 
NBA guards and forwards in 
1984-85 season were black, but at 
center - arguably the most impor- 
tant position in the game - half 


“As far as I know, there has 
never been a black offensive 
center in professional football,” 
Russell wrote. ‘There are plenty 
of huge black guys elsewhere on

The data is there,’’ Malec 
said. ‘It’s hard to say it’s merely 
coincidence.” 

Whether or not the Celtics are 
evidence of racial stacking, 
Malec, Buni and BC history pro- 
fessor Paul Breines think some 
fans are taking extra pleasure in 
the team’s whiteness. 

“Most of us are more com- 
fortable with categories of people 
who are similar,” said Malec 

“The fact is the whiteness of 
the Celtics now is what makes 
them attractive as an enter- 
prise,” said Breines, a sports fan 
of 30 years. ‘There is a sense of 
black/white clash in Celtics 
games.” 

“To me, it’s so simple it’s mind 
boggling,’ said Buni of some 
Celtics fans. “They don’t like 
blacks.” 

Do the Celtics have any respon- 
siblity to ease black/white ten- 
sions among local basketball 
fans? 

The Globe’s Ryan argues they 
do not. “I think the only obliga- 
tion to either community is to put 
the best team they can on the 
floor,” he said. 

But Malec says all pro teams 
have a social obligation. They 
receive special antitrust exemp- 
tion from the federal government 
because they provide a benefit to 
their communities, he said. And 
teams justify their existence, in 
part, by offering athletes as 
ideals to the young, Malec 
pointed out. 

“A big part of the discussion of 
drugs (in sports) is the issue of 
role models,’’ said Malec. 
“Whether they want to be or not, 
they are role models.” 

If Celtics management wanted 
to promote racial harmony, they 
have the perfect vehicle for doing 
so, said BC psychology professor 
Joseph Cautela. 

When the Celtics players used 
BC’s facilities last summer to get 
in shape for the fall training 
camp, the rapport between 
blacks and whites was obvious. 
This team of eight whites and 
four blacks has a racial harmony 
generally lacking in American 
society, observed Cautela. 

The Celtics might be able to 
promote that harmony as a 
model for fans, he said. 

But how much incentive team 
management has for such a pro- 
motion is another question, 
Cautela observed. The Celtics 
have sold out 264 consecutive 
home games dating back to a 
Dec. 19, 1980 game against the 
Houston Rockets. 

“If it is true that the Celtics 
have a poor image among blacks, 
what can they do about it?” he 
asked. ‘‘And do they want to, 
since the place is always sold out 
anyway?" 
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Some parents irked by 
cancelled student trips

NEWTON - Several parents 
have criticized the school ad- 
ministration’s cancellation of 
European trips because of the Li- 
byan crisis, calling it both “‘ir- 
responsible and dictatorial” 
because they were neither con- 
sulted nor offered other alter- 
natives 

They also claim there has been 
very little effort on the school’s 
part to guarantee financial reim- 
bursement, which amounts to ap- 
proximately $700 per student 

“They (the administration) 
closed up every option, which 
they had no right to do,”’ parent 
Joan Olsson said. ‘If we want our 
children to go on the trips, it is 
our right to let them do that. How 
dictatorial can you get?” 

Olsson said parents were not 
given a chance to reorganize to 
see if there were other ways to 
carry on with the trip plans 
without school sponsorship. 

“Everyone I talked to would 
have been willing to sign a liabili- 
ty waiver freeing the school from 
legal responsibility, but that was 
not an option,’’ she said. ‘‘The 
schools aren't thinking about the 
kids. They j afraid of the 
legal implicatior 

Olsson’s involvement was with 
17 of the Troubadors, a junior 
high school choir, scheduled to go 
to England after the administra- 
tion announced the cancellations. 
She got the tickets from the 
organizers and found non-school 
chaperones. 

Superintendent Dr. John 
Strand said the administration 
was forced to make the decision 
quickly and that there was little 
time to seek parental input. 














“felt badly’’ about not involving 
parents in their decision, but said 
it was “impractical” at the time. 

Strand said the decision could 
not be left up to individual choice 
because the trips were school+ 
sponsored 

“We would feel badly and 
legally responsible for those kids 
if anything happened, and wé 
couldn't absolve ourselves of that 
responsibility,’ he said. | 

Aside from the legal implica‘ 
tions, Strand said the administra+ 
tion felt a ‘‘personal and mora) 
responsibility’’ to ensure 
students’ safety. 

Financial reimbursement is a 
question that remains 
unanswered, but school ad- 
ministrators said they are ex- 
ploring means - including litiga- 
tion - to recover the money from 
travel agents and the airlines. 

Olsson said there has been talk 
of partial reimbursement, which 
would still translate into a loss of 
$200 per person. 

Parent Howard Shapiro said it 
will be very difficult to get reim- 
of ‘the mass 
steria that swept the country. 
“This national pattern makes it 
easier for the administration to 
justify their decision, regardless 
of how bad, stupid or panicy it 
may be,” he said. 

Shapiro said nobody has con- 
tacted him about any reim- 
bursements and he does not know 
what avenues parents can take. 

“There might be a few legal 
remedies, but we'll have to wait 
until the hysteria dies down,” he 
said, “I don’t know what will 
come of it, but we cantry.”’

At approximately 8 p.m. on 
Sunday an officer on patrol notic- 
ed four broken windows at the 
school. Entrance was gained 
through a door on the west side, 
police said. The building had 
been checked at noon and at 4 
p.m. by police and ‘‘nothing 
unusual” had been found. 

Several fingerprints were lifted 
from some items and the detec- 
tive bureau is investigating the 
incident. 

A youth who was _ playing 
basketball at the school Sunday 
afternoon told police he saw a 
1974 maroon Buick sedan with 
five males inside pull out of the 
parking lot at 5:30 p.m. 

Silluzio said windows have 
been broken in the past at the 
school but ‘nothing to this 
degree” has ever happened in 
any of the schools. 


Foiled candidate starts sticker campaign 


NEWTON - Chestnut Street 
resident John Carlucci last week 
launched a sticker campaign 
aimed at erasing the voter 
apathy that allegedly prevented 
him from collecting enough 
signatures to challenge State 
Rep, Susan D. Schur. 

Carlucci, a 30-year-old 
quadraplegic who moved to the 
city from Everett in 1984, now 
faces a completely uphill battle 
in his bid to unseat the three-term 
House veteran. 

The Republican novice must 
not only garner the name 
recognition needed to launch an 
effective sticker campaign, but 
also must educate potential 
voters on how the cumbersome 
sticker process works. 


Ironically, Schur was the last 
Garden City candidate to assume 
office using the tactic. 

Carlucci said he began seeking 
the 150 voter signatures he need- 
ed to qualify for the GOP ballot at 
the end of March, but managed to 
collect only 110 by last Tuesday’s 
deadline. 

“We ran into a great deal of 
voter apathy. What we decided to 
do was not file nomination 
papers. We decided the best way 
to stir interest in this campaign is 
to go door to door and meet the 
people in the district,” he said. 

In order to become the official 
GOP challenger for the seat, 
Carlucci must receive at least 150 
sticker votes in the September 
primary.

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A distraught answering service 
employee was the only one to feel the 
wrath of Newton’s Continental 
Cablevision subscribers last week, 
who turned to Ted Turner’s Atlanta 
station to watch the Celtics take on the 
Hawks and found they had been black- 
ed out again. 

A display on the screen informed 
subscribers that ‘‘Due to federal 
rules, the program shown at this time 
has been deleted.’’ What that really 
meant was that Continental had found 
a higher bidder for the game, the New 
England Sports Network, and that 
those viewers who had contracted 
with the company for regular recep- 
tion of WTBS were out of luck. 

We object to this rough treatment of 
cable subscribers. 

An analogy might help to explain 
the situation. Imagine, if you will, that 
you have been a loyal subscriber of 
the Newton Graphic for years. 

One week, in particular, we have a 
real blockbuster of a story in the 
Graphic. Say, we finally found out 
where the mayor’s missing paychecks 
went. Or, say, Alderman Richard 
McGrath rose to the defense of Mayor 
Mann and DPW Commissioner James 
Hickey at a meeting of the Public 
Facilities. Or, say, the School Depart- 
ment budget came in below last 
year’s total, reflecting declining 
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enrollment and the closing of schools. 

You know, some sort of 
breakthrough. Say, the press called 
the city’s Building Department look- 
ing for Building Commissioner James 
Cameron and he actually picked up 
the phone. You know, something real- 
ly newsworthy. Something you are 
really looking forward to reading. 

Then, on Thursday, you notice that 
the Graphic did not come to your 
house in the mail. You go out to the 
store, and there are no copies of it 
there. 

You call our offices demanding your 
copy of the paper. We tell you that, 
despite your years as a devoted 
subscriber, this week we sold your 
copy to someone who offered us more 
money for it. Sorry. 

You would be outraged, just like 
those cable subscribers who bom- 
barded Operator #36 at the company’s 
answering service last week. But'you 
would have a choice. You could, in 
your outrage, decide to take a dif- 
ferent paper. Unfortunately, cable 
subscribers do not have any form of 
protest open to them. Continental has 
a monopoly in Newton. It’s the only 
game in town. We’re stuck with them. 

We do have a Newton Cable Com- 
munications Advisory Board, though. 
Maybe a couple of calls to members of 
the board might stir things up. 


Housing abundant, but hardly affordable 


Massachusetts is one of the hottest 
real estate markets in the U.S. That 
has been the case in all of the Nor- 
theast, in fact. House sales soared 27.4 
percent in March alone, according to 
a recent headline. Dropping interest 
rates have crowded bank offices with 
mortgage applicants. The flaw in an 
otherwise rose-laden garden of profits 
has to do with affordable housing as 
price inflation on dwellings doesn’t 
appear to be on the decline. 


One would imagine all efforts ought 
to be directed toward encouraging 
housing cost stabilization. On the con- 
trary, our big thinkers on Beacon Hill 
seem to be intent on pushing the 
prices higher. We’re not talking only 
about linkage, which is certainly an 
inflationary factor, but on a reach for 
more fees than are now being ex- 
tracted. Some municipalities are get- 
ting into the act. 


Before the Legislature is a flock of 


bills supposedly aimed at making 
more low-income housing available. 
Instead of coming out of the general 
fund, affordable homes would be sub- 
sidized by what amounts to indirect 
taxation through fees. How much 
would filter through the layers of 
bureaucracy to achieve that goal is a 
large question. 


Nevertheless, even while 
acknowledging both the need for ac- 
tion and a worthwhile objective, the 
total proposition smacks too much of 
bureaucratic complexity. It was our 
belief the Dukakis administration was 
committed to direct state budget 
assistance in the hundreds of millions 
on a continuing basis to stimulate low- 
cost housing. 


This is the way to go, not fee actions 
to accumulate money that will be 
passed through to buyers and feed the 
inflationary fires. Less, not more 
housing, could be the end result.

Drug testing: a dangerous solution

There is no abandoning 
technology; we all know that. 
Technology improves our lives in 
immeasurable ways, and turning 
back the clock is not only im- 
possible but foolish, 

But we go wrong with 
technology when we want it to 
give us the quick fix. The easy 
solution, Perfection. 

In kicking midshipman Jeff 
Bellistri out of the Naval 
Academy for alleged cocaine use, 
the Navy used technology, a drug 
test, as the basis for its action. 

Then, five weeks later, the 
Navy Secretary reinstated 
Bellistri because more 
technology, a polygraph test, ex- 
onerated him, 

While I am glad Bellistri is 
back in the academy, the two 
decisions were equally bonehead- 
ed 

The Naval Academy believes 
in drug testing because it does 
not believe in itself. It believes 
that its own honor code and the 
human interaction of its staff and 
students are insufficient to root 
out drug abuse. 

Kids can lie, teachers can 
screw up, but tests can do 
neither, That is the Navy reason- 
ing 

The Naval Academy does ad- 
mit to some error. It says the er- 
ror rate of its drug testing pro- 
gram is spectacularly low: 11 er- 
rors in 1.8 million samples. 

I think we can all agree that is 
nearly perfect 

It is also probably nonsense 

An article in the Wall Street 
Journal last week by Dr, William 
H. Anderson, an academic physi- 


cian who teaches at Harvard and 
Tufts universities, said: 

“In the case of drug testing, 90 
percent accuracy would be con- 
sidered unusually good. Lie 
detectors score from 70 percent 
accuracy at best to no better than 
chance at worst,” 

But even if the Navy's claim of 
accuracy were true, what hap- 
pens to the 11] errors’ 

These represent students who 
would be falsely accused, bounc- 
ed out and would have their 
careers and maybe their lives 
ruined, 

There is a headlong rush into 
drug testing all over America 
Sports teams, newspapers, large 
corporations are all setting up 
drug testing programs 

Every time I write about this 
subject people say I am afraid of 
taking a drug test myself. On the 

sontrary. I don’t use drugs and 
never have 

But what some companies are 
searching for is an easy answer 
to one of the more difficult pro- 
blems of modern times. And they 
think they have a fail-safe way of 
finding drug abusers and doing 
something about them 

But they don’t. And because 
they don’t, they are going to hurt 
a lot of people 

‘Let's suppose we had a test 
with an accuracy of 95 percent,”

discover. 

“.. One feels illegitimate in 
doing something, or appearing 
as something, one feels 
apologetic, undeserving, anx- 
ious, tenuous, out-of-place, 
misread, phony, uncomfortable, 
incompetent, dishonest, guilty.” 

Both men and women have 
these feelings, however, they 
are more often admitted by 
women, says Valerie Young, an 
associate at New Perspectives, 
Inc., an Amherst-based training 
program and consulting firm. 

“Women are more apt to talk 
about it,” she said, while men 
are more capable of ‘‘bluffing.”’ 
Recalling one magazine's inter- 
view with Ted Koppel, Young 
said Koppel ‘‘does not consider 
it a handicap when he does next 
to nothing”’ to prepare for an in- 
terview. He has no problem 
“bullshitting with the the best of 
them,” she said. 

“Men grew up being able to 

wing it and bluff,” said Young.

Newton resident Janet Surrey, 
a psychologist at McLean 
Hospital said that women are 
more likely to feel like im- 
posters because they are 
socialized to show their feelings 
and vulnerabilities. In the work 
world, they do not feel they are 
being their ‘‘true selves’ 
because, in following the male 
model of ‘‘how you are supposed 
to be (act)’’ at work, they have 
to hide their feelings.

“She was being categorically 
passed over,” she said. ‘‘I would 
work with her to become more 
assertive in her quests,”’ 

Sharlene Hesse, a sociology 
professor at Boston College, 
claims it is natural that women 
would feel unrecognized at work 
because the society at large 
works against them. 

As women move up in the 
hierarchy of their professions, 
society is creating a variety of 
internal barriers — like fear of 
success and ‘‘the imposter syn- 
drome.” This takes the blame 
away from the institutions, said 
Hesse. 

“It’s a neat way of saying 
women aren’t going to make it 
because women are not cut out 
for this,’’ she said. 

Falling back on the fear of 
success, the imposter syndrome 
or spending $350 to see a career 
consultant ‘‘is really not the 
answer,” Hesse said. 

“You may feel uncomfortable 
because you are a token woman. 
Rather than saying we’ve got to 
remove structural blocks, we’re 
saying you’re the problem.” 

In addition, says Hesse, peo- 
ple who have worked their way 
up through two or three class 
boundaries fee] fraudulent. 
However, these feelings can go 
away when the people have set- 
tled into their new status. 

Young agrees that ‘‘You have 
to look at external factors” 
when talking about the imposter 
syndrome. ‘‘The fact that 
women get paid so much less 
than men sends the message 
that you’re not worth it and 
you’re not good enough,” she 
said. 

Further, she added, studies 
show that, in discussions, 
women are ignored more and 
cut off more than men. 

Whatever the cause, there are 
techniques for relieving feelings 
of fraudulence. Young offered 
the following suggestions: 

— Recognize people are entitl- 
ed to make a mistake, not know 
everything and ask questions. 

— Visualize yourself as confi- 
dent, creative or whatever your 
job role demands so as not to be 
an imposter. 

— Recall all the people you 
believe you have fooled into fur- 
thering your career and imagine 
what their reaction would be if 
you told them they were wrong. 

— When you make a mistake, 
figure out what you will do to 
change the outcome if it hap- 
pens again. Write it out or get a 
mental picture of how you would 
do it differently. 

Young added that women 
often have the mistaken belief 
that competence is knowing how 
to do everything. On the con- 
trary, she said, ‘‘competence 
means knowing how to surround 
yourself with competent people 
who make you look good.”

Newton resident Janet Surrey, 
a psychologist at McLean 
Hospital said that women are 
more likely to feel like im- 
posters because they are 
socialized to show their feelings 
and vulnerabilities. In the work 
world, they do not feel they are 
being their ‘‘true selves’’ 
because, in following the male 
model of ‘‘how you are supposed 
to be (act)’’ at work, they have 
to hide their feelings. 

“Women are terrified of 
public speaking,’’ she said. 
“They have an ongoing feeling 
that eventually they will be 
found out.” Some will start their 
talk with an apology or 
disclaimer like, ‘‘I just wanted 
to say...” or ‘I really don’t 
know what I’m talking about, 
but here goes!,’’ noted McIn- 
tosh. 

Men will also go through 
agony worrying about a speech, 


show it. In addition, men worry 
about losing control over dif- 
ferent aspects of themselves 
than women 

Deborah Knox, a Newton Cor- 
ner career consultant and 
career development teacher at 
Lasell Junior College, says that 
people feel like frauds when 
they do not get recognition for 
their work. One of her clients 
had been working in sales for 
five years in a male-dominated 
organization. 

“She was being categorically 
passed over,”’ she said. ‘I would 
work with her to become more 
assertive in her quests.”’ 

Sharlene Hesse, a sociology 
professor at Boston College, 
claims it is natural that women 
would feel unrecognized at work 
because the society at large 
works against them. 

As women move up in the 
hierarchy of their professions, 
society is creating a variety of 
internal barriers — like fear of 
success and ‘‘the imposter syn- 
drome.”’ This takes the blame 
away from the institutions, said 
Hesse. 

“It's a neat way of saying 
women aren’t going to make it 
because women are not cut out 
for this,’’ she said. 

Falling back on the fear of 
success, the imposter syndrome 
or spending $350 to see a career 
consultant ‘‘is really not the 
answer,”’ Hesse said. 

“You may feel uncomfortable 
because you are a token woman. 
Rather than saying we’ve got to 
remove structural blocks, we’re 
saying you’re the problem.”’ 

In addition, says Hesse, peo- 
ple who have worked their way 
up through two or three class 
boundaries feel fraudulent. 
However, these feelings can go 
away when the people have set- 
tled into their new status. 

Young agrees that ‘“‘You have 
to look at external factors” 
when talking about the imposter 
syndrome. ‘‘The fact that 
women get paid so much less 
than men sends the message 
that you’re not worth it and 
you’re not good enough,” she 
said. 

Further, she added, studies 
show that, in discussions, 
women are ignored more and 
cut off more than men. 

Whatever the cause, there are 
techniques for relieving feelings 
of fraudulence. Young offered 
the following suggestions: 

— Recognize people are entitl- 
ed to make a mistake, not know 
everything and ask questions. 

— Visualize yourself as confi- 
dent, creative or whatever your 
job role demands so as not to be 
an imposter. 

— Recall all the people you 
believe you have fooled into fur- 
thering your career and imagine 
what their reaction would be if 
you told them they were wrong. 

— When you make a mistake, 
figure out what you will do to 
change the outcome if it hap- 
pens again. Write it out or get a 


mental picture of how you would 


do it differently. 

Young added that women 
often have the mistaken belief 
that competence is knowing how 
to do everything. On the con- 
trary, she said, ‘‘competence 
means knowing how to surround 
yourself with competent people 
who make you look good.”

As 
a graduate of Newton High 
School, class of '18, Turner read 
an article by Lloyd Green of the 
old Boston Post that outlined 
plans for a crystal radio set. A 
young man with an eager mind 
and vivid imagination, the article 
“sparked” Turner’s intere: 

“When I read the article,” he 
says, ‘that was it. I knew I 





wanted to build the set and I 
became very involved with 
radio.” 

It did not take long for Turner 
to build his crystal set. Pretty 
soon, he was building radios of 
his own design. One set in par- 
ticular, he recalls, was scoffed at 
by his friends. But, in the end, it 
was Turner who was smiling. 

“T put together this set with a 
glass front and square wires that 
people told me would never work. 
When I got done putting it 
together, I picked up KLZ, a 250- 
watt station in Colorado, If I 
stayed up late enough, I could 
even get stations from Australia 
Not bad for something that 
wasn’t supposed to work,’’ he 
says. 

Word spread quickly about 
Turner’s electrical exploits. He 
was soon hired by Saco-Lowell, a 
steel company that was in the 
present-day St. Regis factory in 
Upper Falls. He was hired to 
operate and maintain the plant’s 


electric monorail system, the 
first of its kind in the nation 

The old plant had three 
monorail cars that would carry 
molten steel and were operated 
loy a man riding along with the 
yed-hot metal. It was Turner’s 
job to make sure the cars kept 
running and the steel was poured 
into the right places. 

“It's pretty amazing that 
monorails are being touted as a 
new-fangled transportation 
system when it was in operation 
70 years ago,” he says. 

When he wasn’t tinkering with 
things, Robert Turner could be 
found zipping along the streets of 
Newton on a Harley-Davidson 
motorcycle. In 1923, a friendly 
wager with a Newton police of- 
ficer resulted in his being clocked 
at a top speed of 94 miles per 
hour, making him one of the 
| fastest human beings of his day. 
Not only that, but he was offered 
a job as a motorcycle cop to boot. 

“T did that for about 19 years,” 
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he says, ‘but I really didn’t do 
too much police work. The best 
thing I did was help set up the 
first two-way radios for the 
cars,”’ 

Community television 

Bored with police work, Turner 
set up his repair shop on Chestnut 
Street in 1943. His most vivid 
memories were all the people 
who would sit outside his shop, 
oohing and aahing at the funny 
little box with the screen in the 
middle. 

“T would turn on the television 
set at about 5 p.m.,” he says, 
laughing at the thought. Ad ¢ 
remember the best night was 
Tuesday. Milton Berle was on. 
The kids would take wooden 
planks, a couple of saw horses 
and make a chair to sit on, where 
they would watch my televisions 
for hours.”’ 

Though this soon became a 
tradition in Upper Falls, Turner 
remembers one night in par- 
ticular ‘‘where it seemed almost 
everybody in the city came out.” 

“That colored fellow, Joe 
Louis, was fighting Jersey Joe 
Walcott,” he says. “There were 
hundreds of people across the 
street on stepladders and looking 
through opera glasses. I had set 
the timer to shut the set off at 11 
p.m. It was a good thing that the 
fight ended at 10:45 or else I 
would have been a laughing 
stock.”’

“Teen-agers are very impressionable,’ 
Dr. George Comerci, an expert on adolescence at 
the University of Arizona. ‘‘They see one of their 
peers do it and they see people feel sorry for 
them.

“There does seem to be a contagion effect,” 
adds Jacobs, who likened it to the ‘‘wave"' ina 
football stadium. ‘‘But it’s like AIDS — more 
research needs to be done.” 

In the meantime, what can be done to dispel! 
some of the anxiety about teen or adolescent 
suicide. According to Jacobs, an open and frank 
public discussion would be a good start 

“When there is a suicide, the parents, the school 
system, everybody wants to cover it up,'’ he says 
Far from squelching the issue, this tends to pro- 
mote a certain ‘‘mystique’’ about the issue which 
may be alluring to other troubled youths 

“In general, many are afraid talking about 
suicide will cause young people to act out on their 
dark thoughts,’’ says Janet Applefield, a clinical 
social worker with a practice on Hope Avenue in 
Waltham 

The grim reality, however, is that teens need 
little prompting to act out on these thoughts. And 
the fact that a given community has thus far been 
spared is no guarantee things won't change 
tomorrow. 

“We've had attempts, but so far none have suc- 
ceeded,’’ Shapiro says of Newton North. “'I'd like 
to attribute that to the great job we're doing, but 
luck has a lot to do with it too,” 

Luck is fine, But how do you tell a family whose 
daughter has just committed suicide that their 
luck has run out? 

“Following a suicide there is almost always 
anger on the part of those close to a victim,"’ Ap- 
plefield says. ‘The people left behind often feel 
that (the suicide) was a statement that they 


somehow were inadequate 

It is important to counteract these feelings, says 
Applefield's partner, Diane Sargeant. The key for 
families involved in suicides or suicide attempts 
is being able to acknowledge whatever factors 
may have been involved and then to “forgive.” 

‘No one can be responsible for another person’s 

life,"’ Sargeant sa “If you are bound and deter- 
mined to kill yourself you will.”’ 

The task of meeting this issue head-on begins 
with identifying ‘‘at-risk"’ adolescents with 
suicidal tendencies. Jacobs says tell-tale signs 
that something is amiss include significant 
changes in thinking, moods or behavoir — an 
outgoing person becoming withdrawn, a well- | 
dressed individual becoming slovenly, an athlete 
losing interest in sports 

Other warning signals might include: 

¢Changes in sleeping patterns 

*Falling grades 

*Drug or alcohol abuse 

¢Withdrawwal from family, friends and regular 
activities 

*Boredom or inability to concentrate 

*Physical complaints 

*Talk about despair or death 

*Putting things in order — perhaps giving away 
favorite possessions 

“T don't mean going from a B- to a C on his 
report card,'’ Jacobs says. ‘I mean significant 
changes 

Unfortunately, such changes are less easily 
identified among adolescents — an age group 
where outrageous, defiant or rebellious behavoir 
is often the norm. Opening parents’ eyes to poten- 
tial suicide is hard because many of its symptoms 
sound like fairly common examples of teen-age 
conduct 

“Kids cuts their hair in all sorts of crazy ways ~ 
today,’’ Jacobs says. ‘It’s not the behavoir. It's 
the overall appropriateness of that behavoir in a 
particular setting." 


Many experts considered Plano particularly 
ripe for what has been termed the “cluster 
suicide’ phenomonon ~ a suburban Dallas boom- 
town with education demograpics much like Lex- 
ington, Winchester or Newton. 

“The academic pressure and the social pressure 
on kids is much, much greater today, especially 
in communities like Plano where you have essen- 
tially the cream of the crop,” said Carole Steele, 
a Texas mental health counselor. ‘‘Plano was ripe 
for this."” 

But so are other communities. Closer to home, 
one of the most visible cluster cases occurred in 
the quiet Massachusetts town of Leominster, 
where seven teenagers killed themselves in the 
space of a y In May 1984, two teenage boys 
were killed after police said they deliberately 
rammed their car into a loading dock. In 
November 1984, two teen-age girls died from gun- 
shot wounds in an apparent double suicide. Four 
. other city teen-agers have died violently including 
3 three who were shot, one playing Russian 
roulette, and one that was struck and killed by a 
train.

As the 1986 garden seed 
catalogs began arriving, I had an 
opportunity to try some delicious 
vegetable introductions first 
hand 

The occasion was the annual 
Harvest Celebration of Park Seed 
of Greenwood, S.C., held in New 
York City’s Tavern-on-the-Green 
at Central Park. William J. Park, 
head of the 118-year old com- 
pany, introduced most of the 
garden newcomers we tested at 
lunch. 

In the courtyard there were 
baskets and plates of Easter Egg 
radishes, green peppers, broccoli 
and other fresh vegetables 
There were pots of flowers in 
bloom. All of the display and food 
items had been trucked hundreds 
of miles from South Carolina. 
The veal served as the main 
course was stuffed with herbs. 

All of the recipes involved were 
prepared by Dr. Mildred M 
Cody, Extension Food and Nutri- 
tion Specialist at Clemson 
University Cooperative Exten- 
tion Service. She graciously 
shared her knowledge. 

Among the new vegetables 
ready for spring planting were: 

Corn Butterfruit Bicolor 
Hybrid, 8-inch ears with 18-20 
rows, extra sweet, ready for pick- 
ing in 80-85 days. 

Bean Venture, the earliest bush 
bean with Blue Lake tenderness 
and flavor, maturing 7-10 days 
before previous introductions. 





Tips to ease spring cleaning ENTI RE STOG 4

Kitchens and baths are messy, 
high-traffic high-activity zones, 
and keeping them clean often 
seems like a never-ending battle. 

Day-to-day care often involes 
little more than wiping surfaces 
with a damp sponge and mild 
detergent. More time-consuming 
cleaning problems, however, can 
build up throughout the year. If 
it’s time for you to tackle some of 
these big cleaning jobs, consider 
the following tips and techniques 
from Better Homes and Gardens 
Kitchen and Bath Ideas. 

— Always start cleaning any 
surface with the gentlest 
substance you can; you'll need to 
tackle some stains with strong 
abrasives, but turn to them as 
last resorts. Even the toughest 
surfaces eventully deteriorate 
under an onslaught of repeated 
rough cleaning. 

— If you have questions about 
cleaning a particular surface, 
identify the material it is made 
of. Whether you have a porcelain- 
clad appliance or a porcelain- 
covered bathtub, the cleaning 
method is the same. 

— Always test any cleaning 
solution in a small, unobtrusive 
spot before applying it to large 
surfaces, 

— One word of caution: Never 
mix bleach and ammonia clean- 
ing products. Although safe when 
used separately, when combined 
these products give off a toxic 
gas that irritates the lungs. 

You can remove stains from 
baked-on enamel with a mild 
abrasive and a nylon brush. 
Treat gently; abrasives will 
eventually remove the finish. 

Make a cream of tartar and 
water paste to remove mineral 
buildup and stains from vitreous 
china, Strong abrasives can etch 
the surface. 

For metal surfaces, an 
abrasive cleanser will remove 
most stains. 'y an automotive 
chrome cleaner for any rust and 
tarnish, 

Never use abrasive cleaners on 
fiberglass fixtures, White 
automotive compound removes 
stains; restore shine with liquid 
or paste auto wax, 

When sliding shower doors 
stick, the cause is often dirt and 
soap residue in the track. To get 
doors sliding freely, scrub the 
track with a toothbrush and mild 
abrasive cleanser. After the 
track is dry, apply silicone lubri- 
cant. 

A paste of baking soda and 
water will draw stains out of 
plastic laminate. Protect with ap- 
pliance wax; avoid abrasive 
cleansers, 

Surface stains, scratches and 
burns can be removed from Cor- 
ian by rubbing with scouring 
powder or a fine grade sand- 
paper. 

For ceramic tile, remove oil- 
based spots with a degreaser 
Use a mildew-cide spray to 
remove mildew. Spray it on, wait 
a couple of minutes, then rub in 
and rinse off. Wipe dry. Liquid 
wax provides an easy-to-clean 
tile finish 

To remove mildew from grout, 
use a toothbrush to scrub on an

On wood counters, use a 50- 
percent ammonia solution to 
remove stains; rub out scratches 
with fine steel wool. To prevent 
the wood from drying out, re- 
treat the surface with oil. 

Washable and scrubbable 
wallpapers clean up with mild 
detergent solutions, or special 
foam cleaners. Avoid abrasive 
cleaners and steel wool. Use a 
degreaser to remove oily spots; 
try baking soda and water paste 
on other types of stains.

Bribe trial nears 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A federal 
prosecutor said today Gov. Edwin Ed- 
wards took a $2 million bribe and con- 
sistently lied about it as part of a 
hospital investment venture that 
enriched himself, his brother and his 
friends: 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Marilyn 
Barnes was the first person to give 
closing arguments in Edwards’ se- 
cond trial in the case. It could go to 
the jury by Thursday night 

Edwards, his brother Marion and 
busine sociates James Wyllie Jr., 
Ronald Falgout and Gus Mijalis are 
charged with racketeering and fraud 
in connection with a $10 million ven- 
ture. 

Prosecutors, led by U.S. Attorney 
John Volz, contend the men used their 
influence to obtain state certification 
for hospital and nursing home pro- 
jects in which they held interests. The 
first trial ended ina hung jur 

Barnes sought to convince jurors 
that Edwards bypassed state health 
care rules to make sure his business 
partners obtained state approval for 
the projects. 

On July 30, 1984, she said, Edwards 
ordered rule changes for two hospital 
projects owned by Wyllie and Falgout 
and ordered approval of five nursing 
home projects owned or represented 
by the two men. 

Then, she said, he called a halt, ef- 
fective Aug. 1, 1984, to any more ap- 
provals for hospitals or nursing 
homes. That, she said, effectively 
shut out any competition for Wyllie 
and Falgout. 

Barnes did not dispute that Ed- 
wards had the authority to order the 
changes or approvals. 

“Before you can have a misuse of 
power, you have to have the power to 
misuse,”’ she said. 

When he ordered the moratorium, 
he said his decision was based on 
recommendations sent to him ina let- 
ter from Harvey Fitzgerald, a health 
department undersecretary.

As it turned out, Barnes said, the 
letter was signed by Fitzgerald but 
written by Falgout. 

She said wards made $2 million 
on hospital projects even though he 
did very little work in connection wih 
them. Prosecutors have repeatedly 
referred to the money as a bribe, 
though the governor has not been 
charged with bribery. 

The start of closing arguments 
came a day later than scheduled 
while Edwards sought to make his 
own closing statement. 

After a hearing Monday, a three- 
judge panel of the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals upheld the trial 
judge’s ruling against letting the 
governor make a closing statement. 

Edwards asked Friday to present 
the closing argument. U.S. District 
Judge Marcel Livaudais turned him 
down Monday, saying he worried that 
some of the publicly expressed 
animosity between Volz and Edwards 
might work its way into the cour- 
troom. 

“It might generally be understood 
that they are not the most complimen- 
tary of each other,” Livaudais said. 

“He can say what he wants about 
me, but I don’t think it is fair for him 
to be able to say it in a court setting,” 
Volz said later at a news conference. 

At Monday’s hearing, Edwards 
assured the judges he would behave 
properly in the closing argument and 
would not attempt to mislead the 
jurors. 

“The court knows full well that my 
demeanor in both trials has been ex- 
emplary,”’ Edwards said. 

Defense lawyers acknowledged that 
any federal judge has the discretion to 
decide whether a defendant can par- 
ticipate in his own defense. But, said 
Edwards’ chief lawyer, Mike Fawer, 
Livaudais should have a good reason. 

Prosecutors argued that Edwards 
did not take the stand during the case, 
and said jurors might not understand 
that Edwards’ closing argument 


could not be considered as evidence.

She’s harvesting hope 
from the killing fields

NEWTON CENTRE - She 
spent many sleepless nights in 
abandoned shacks, but more 
often than not the young Cam- 
bodian girl slept unprotected 
on the cold ground. She was 
alone in the killing fields. 

“There were dead bodies all 
over. Everywhere - hanging 
from trees. For the govern- 
ment, killing was a game,” 
Newton South student Luong 
Ung says. ‘‘They never buried 
the dead. Maybe they would 
cover some bodies with bran- 
ches and leaves. The smell is 
so strong and awful. It’s a 
smell I will never forget.” 

At 16, Luong arrived in the 
United States alone. Her entire 
family was killed during the 
Vietnam War. Luong was nine 
when her mother was killed 
and for years she wandered 

| about her country homeless, 
| penniless, and hungry. 

| After her mother’s death, a 
} 


Cambodian family took Luong 
under its wing and promised to 
take care of her mother’s 
belongings until she was old 
enough to look after them 
herself. She trusted them. 

“IT didn't know what to do 
and I had nowhere to go,” 
Luong, now 20, says. ‘“‘They 
stole everything I owned. They 
lied to me. The only thing I 
have of my mother’s is a ring. 
I knew I would never see my 
morn again. I thought I would 
never see the sun again 
because I was alone in a hole 
all by myself in the darkness. I 
had nobody then, but I’m star- 
ting to see a lot of light.”’ 

She lived in a Thai refugee 
camp for two years. There she 
was interviewed by immigra- 
tion authorities who were try- 
ing to find her a home. 

“All I knew is I wanted to go 
to America. I didn’t know 
where it was, but I knew there 
was freedom there and a

Trial halted by charge

Court papers allege a Newton 
police officer in his personal vehi- 
cle followed Mrs. Calarusso and 
on a separate occasion assaulted 
her brother because her husband 
had filed a complaint against 
another officer.

Herald, the problems began on 
Sept 28 1985 when the 
Calarussos got involved in an 
argument with a woman in

Thos 
charges are still pending, ac- 
cording to the Herald 


Ten days after the clubbing in- 
cident, Mr. Calarusso was charg- 
ed with disorderly conduct. This 
charge was continued Monday, 
after being agreed to by Mid- 
dlesex County Asst.

Newman claimed the most re- 
cent attempt at intimidation by 
Newton police officers occurred 
Sunday, when Mrs. Calarusso’s 
brother, Christopher Moody, was 
thrown to the ground and hand- 
cuffed by two Newton police of- 
ficers. 


Moody was later released 
without charges, but not before 
one of the officers allegedly 
warned: “Your sister is doing 
something she shouldn’t be do- 
ing.

Mann rejects NTA’s appeal 


NEWTON A local taxpayer 
“roup’s demand that the city give 
back $4.8 million of its tax 
revenues is not consistent with 
good fiscal management, ac- 
cording to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann 

“I find that not in keeping with 
a sound business approach I 
would expect of a taxpayer's 
group,’ said Mann. ‘I would 
hope they'd reconsider their ap- 
proach.” 

Earlier last week, members of 
the Newton Taxpayers Associa- 
tion (NTA) urged the Board of 
Aldermen to reduce fiscal 1987 
property taxes by 6 percent. This

the NTA said. Member Sam Rob- 
bins argued governments should 
not be in the business of produc- 
ing surpluses.

NEWTONVILLE The Day

Aldermen approve $107 million budget 


NEWTON - Six weeks of 
painstaking budget deliberations 
ended last week as aldermen ap- 
proved a $107 million fiscal 1987 
budget. The final figure 
represents a $4 million, or 4 per- 
cent, increase over last year’s 
budget. 

Most of that increase was out- 
side the control of either Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann or aldermen. 
Previously negotiated employee 
salary increases and hikes in 
state sewer/water charges ac- 
count for around $2.8 million of 
the total. 


Including state and county 
assessments and money set aside 
to cover tax abatements, the city 
expects to spend $115 million next 
year. 

The final figure varies only 
slightly from the budget propos- 
ed by Mann in his March 31 ad- 
dress to aldermen. 

Aldermen cut around $300,000 
from the mayor’s proposal, but 
most of that amount could be 
restored if necessary. 


The board cut $250,000 in the ci- 
ty’s Medicare account, but only 
because this is the first year 
municipalities have to fund the 
health insurance program and no 
one knows how much it will cost 


If the city needs more than the 
approximately $580,000 aldermen 
approved, it can come back to the 
board for a budget transfer. 

The major controversy in this 
year’s budget session - the school 
budget - remains unresolved. 








Earlier last week, the board 
advised the mayor to add bet- 
ween $600,000 and $800,000 to the 
school budget to close the $1.2 
million gap between what he has 
recommended and what the 
School Department wants. 


Mann has said he will not make 
a final decision on the school 
budget until the state decides on 
how much local aid it will grant 
Newton. 





He is also waiting for the 
School Committee to present him 
with a new proposal. 


Ballot item could mean end for county 


A Nov. 4 balfot question asking 
area voters to create a county 
charter commission could set the 
stage for the sweeping revision or 
abolition of Middlesex County 
government. 

Residents in Newton, 
Waltham, Watertown and Weston 
will be among those asked 
whether to create the commis- 
sion and to elect district 
representatives who would study 
the county’s form of government. 


“They will have the power to 
recommend changes in Mid- 
dlesex County government,” said 
Bill Schmidt, one of three county 
commissioners. ‘‘The extent of 
those changes depends on who 
gets elected.” 

If voters endorse the concept, 
the charter commission will con- 
sist of 15 district representatives, 
the three county commissioners 


and Newton Mayor ‘theodore D. 
Mann in his role as chairman of 
the Middlesex County Advisory 
Board. The commission will meet 
for a year and a half and issue its 
findings on June 1, 1988 to county 
and state officials. 

Mann, long one of the county’s 
most vocal detractors, said he 
will push for the abolition of the 
administrative system. 

“I think the county system, as 
we know it, has outlived its 
usefulness. It’s a duplication of 
services, a burden on the proper- 
ty tax and an invisible layer of 
government,”’ he said. 

“Once the jails have been 
taken over, there will virtually be 
nothing left of county govern- 
ment. I will propose other forms 
of regionalization for those com- 
munities that find they have a 
commonality of interest,’’ he ad- 
ded.

Member Robert Ricles asked 
the committee to vote separately 
to remove Newton North English 
Specialist Margaret Flaherty’s 
name from the list, but his mo- 
tion was defeated 5-3. Sally Rizzo 
and Sydra Schnipper joined 
Ricles in support for Flaherty. 

The committee was also urged 
to remove two music teachers 
from the list -Gregory Livingston 
from Brown Junior High School 
and Gordon Duckel from Newton 
South. 

Some students were moved to 
tears as they addressed the com- 
mittee. 


“Mr. Livingston has brought 
out qualities in me I never knew I 
had,’’ Brown seventh grader Ana 
Crowley said. ‘‘I’ve grown to love 
and respect him.

Karl Seeley, a Newton South 
graduate, said his college pro- 
fessor commended him on his 
music theory knowledge.

Mann supports chief's anti-terrorist unit 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann supports the Police 
Department’s anti-terrorist 
squad, which has stirred con- 
troversy because of the request 
to arm it with 10,000 rounds of 
hollow point bullets. 


Newton needs the Civil 
Disorder Unit (CDU) because the 
many heads of governments and 
foreign delegations who visit the 
city are potential terrorist 
targets, Mann said recently. 

Some situations have occurred 
when the highly trained unit was 
necessary, Mann said. 

Police Chief William Quinn 
wants to arm the 18-man CDU 
with the hollow point bullets. 

‘We've always had a unit deal- 
ing with riots,’’ Mann said at his 
weekly press conference. “Given 
the opportunity for upsetting our 
generally tranquil environment, 
I'll go with the chief.” 

The unit handles hostage or ter- 
rorist situations. The hollow 
points, which explode on impact 
and have more killing power than 
regular bullets, are needed 
because of the dangerous situa- 
tions the unit will face, CDU com- 
mander Frank Gorgone has said. 

CDU officers must be able to 
stop an armed assailant with one 
shot, he has said. 

The aldermanic Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee 
has made an issue of the bullets 
by separating them from other 
equipment, such as bulletproof

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Fight growing government

We are faced today with mak- 
ing a d ion which will affect 
our city and our country for 
decades to come. The decision is 
whether to continue along the 
road of collectivist redistribution 
of wealth and increasing govern- 
ment power or to find our way 
back to the main thoroughfare of 
enterprise, individualism, and 
freedom which has so successful- 
ly led us for two centuries. 

1986 is another re-evaluation 
year for Newton. The drum beat 
has begun for sharply higher 
assessments; the mayor is 
predicting financial disaster, and 
the unused taxation ability under 
Propositon 2 1/2 is mentioned 
every time the budget is discuss- 
ed. However, in light of the $9 
million budget surplus for fiscal 
1985 the Newton Taxpayers’ 
Association is calling for a 
decrease in the tax rate to allow 
at least half of the surplus to be 
returned to the taxpayers. As it 
stands, the surplus will otherwise 
fund more municipal govern- 
ment. Municipal elected officials 
and employees will make deci- 
sions about how to spend the 
money in accord with their self 
interests: maintain their voter 
base and increase their personal 
and collective power. 

Who supports the growth of 
government? Those who receive 
money, work, or position from 
the government support this ex- 
pansion. However, these consti- 
tuencies do not understand the 
long term cost to themselves, 
their families, and their descen- 
dants of these short term gains. 

All the ‘‘free’’ things, ‘‘sub- 
sidized’’ things, ‘‘discount’’ 
things have costs. The difference 
is that the cost is not borne im- 
mediately by the user of the good 
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or service but by, e.g., the pro- 
ducer, by other consumers, or by 
present and future taxpayers. 
Higher prices for less favored 
groups mean a fall in their living 
standard. Too low a profit for a 
producer will terminate that 
business. And higher taxes move 
incentive and resources away 
from wealth-producing activities 
resulting in the loss of employ- 
ment opportunity, and less 
government revenue. 

Secondarily, large government 
borrowing means that capital is 
attracted away from business in- 
vesting by higher interest rates, 
thus retarding economic growth. 
All business then is burdened by 
higher interest charges than 
would otherwise prevail with 
these costs passed along to the 
consumer. Higher costs for pro- 
ducts from interest rates, taxes, 
regulation, and government red 
tape make U.S. products less 
competitive on world markets. 

Business moves abroad or 
shuts down. A greater amount of 
tax revenue goes to paying in- 
terest charges each year with 
future taxpayers inheriting the 
carrying charges and the debt. 
Jobs, opportunity, and money are 
taken for granted but these are 
evaporating as the economic 
climate becomes more hostile. 

Most significantly however, 
government’s involvement in the 
economny and society grows both 
to spend revenue and to justify 
the need for more spending. 
Vulnerable segments of the socie- 
ty are exploited albeit under the 
guise of ‘caring’ and bureaucrats 
become primary players in the 
economy, 

No country on this planet has 
been as successful as the United 
States in achieving the greatest 
good for the greatest number by 
dedicating itself to ‘‘life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness.” 
The economic engine of this coun- 
try was the ability to work hard 
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and enjoy the fruits of one’s 
labors. This was the land of op- 
portunity. However, the spirit 
and the reality of the centrally 
governed welfare state are an- 
tithetical, nay, destructive of the 
principles that are the ingre- 
dients of our success. 

However, it may be that the 
American voter will continue to 
embrace the socialist model. For 
him there is one, more ominous 
caveat. Presently we are ‘the 
defender of the free world 
Changes that undermine the 
economic strength of this country 
pose the direst of risks for not on- 
ly ourselves but all Western 
civilization. We simply do not 
have the option of going the way 
of the European socialist states 
and living in the world as* we 
know it now. 

We have an opportunity 
presently, at the local level, to 
say ‘‘no’’ to more government 
and comparatively inefficient 
use of resources, and ‘‘yes”’ to 
personal initiative, economic 
vigor, and government for all the 
people—not just the captive con- 
stituencies. 

There has been collected a 
surplus of taxes above and 
beyond what the approved 1985 
municipal budget mandated. The 
cost of uncontrolled government 
growth to ourselves and our 
children will prove to be many 
times the dollars involved. It is 
time to find our way back to the 
American way. Make your deci- 
sion today to rededicate this city 
and this country to the principles 
that have made us a beacon and a 
haven to the world. Then act to 
communicate this decision to our 
elected officials. Tell them that 
you agree with Thomas Jeffer- 
son: ‘Less government is better 
government.”

At that time, Women’s Clubs 
were in their infancy and 
masculine disapproval hard to 
combat. It is hard to realize that 





some ladies literally had to creep 
out to meetings, unbeknownst to 
their husbands. But they were 
determined, They succeeded 





Their immediate aim was to 
Simprove their own minds through 
study and the writing of weekly 


“papers,"’ but behind their 
literary efforts lay a deep com- 
mitment and a sense of respon- 
sibility towards helping others. 


From 1887 to 1908 the club ladies 
personally ran a ‘Vacation 
School in Nonantum”’ for over 500 
children every summer, with 
classes ranging from sewing to 


gardening and cooking to carpen- 
try. When the Newton school 
system finally took this enter- 
prising venture over, the club 
began a scholarship fund design- 


ed to help a Newton girl go to col- 
lege every year. In 1924 it was 
$200, In 1986 it is a $1,200 girl’s 
scholarship at Newton North, the 
largest given by any group in the 
city. 

This year, in their own centen- 
nial year, the membership voted 
to raise a minimum of $1,000 to be 
sent to the Newton Community 
Service Center, where so much is 
done for so many from the rock- 
ing horse to the rocking chair. By 
March 31, $1,100 had been receiv- 
ed, and through an anonymous 
offer of a $450 matching grant, a 
furth $900 will be sent to 
N.C.S.C. before June 1 

In an era where trauma and 
tragedy, disaster and plain sick 
news stare us in the face every 
day, this GOOD news of caring 
people doing good things is just 
what the founders of the Social 
Science Club would have wanted 
when they started the club one 
hundred years ago.

Minimal care facility needed 


To the editor: 

This letter is to add my voice to 
the many who protest that elder- 
ly people are being sent home 
from the hospital before they are 
medically and/or psychological- 
ly ready to go home, regardless 
of whether someone is in the 
home able to care for them. 

Recently my husband collaps- 
ed and had to be taken by am- 
bulance to the local hospital. 
After several hours in emergency 
he seemed to be recovering and 
was told to go home, even though 
no definite cause for his collapse 
was diagnosed at that time. 

After the experience of think- 
ing that he was dying, picking 
him up off the floor, waiting 
several hours and having no 
reassurance from the hospital 
staff, I was told to take him 
home, I was fearful, exhausted 
and near hysteria — in no condi- 
tion to care for my sick husband. 
“The doctor said he will see you 
next Tuesday.” 

When I protested, we were told, 
“Under the new rules...Hospital 


cost containment...Not for pa- 
tient covenience...Not just for 


observation,,.If he collapses 
again, bring him back 
again...Money... Cost contain- 





ment...Rules...Money 

This writer respectfully sug- 
gests that minimum care beds at 
minimal cost be made available 
to those patients who need tem-, 
porary observation or temporary 
care until adequate home or 
other care can be arranged. 
Social departments of the 
hospital could set some time 
limits and could assure that such 
beds are used judiciously, These 
beds could be entirely separated 
from the acute care hospital, 


while still being under the 
hospital umbrella. 
Patients and their families 


would be spared much stress and 
anxiety. This could be financed 
through existing insurance or 
Medicare or Medicaid. Cost con- 
tainment must not crowd out 
humanitarian consideration.

By a hair’s breadth, Kurt 
Waldheim lost the majority of 
votes needed to win Austria's 
presidency, and he now faces a 
June 8 runoff against Socialist 
candidate Kurt Steyrer 

At this critical juncture in the 
unfolding of Waldheim’s destiny, 
his supporters would say, as he 
himself say that the wret- 















chedness of war etched itself into 
his conscienc thus his par- 
fUkYary-General of the United 
Nations, and his bid for the 


presidency of Austria are a result 
of fierce determination to pre- 
vent such atrocities from happen- 
ing again 

But Waldheim’s story cannot 
be so generously set aside. 
Allegations that he was a Nazi 
war criminal prompt myriad 
questions and reveal staggering 
ironies and complexities. 

This is only the beginning of a 
journey of conscience that will 
catapult the Austrian people into 
the realm of self-examination, 
for Kurt Waldheim reminds them 
of a past most would choose to 
forget. But it is not only the 
Austrian people who must make 
this arduous journey in search of 
truth. People everywhere con- 
cerned about human dignity and 
human promise, must confront 
the questions raised in the 
Waldheim affair. 

Within war, there are codes of 
conduct and acceptable 
parameters of behavior. How far 
did Waldheim sidestep these 
parameters? How accountable is 
he for atrocities committed 
against Jews and non-Jews in 
Greece and Yugoclavia? Why, if, 
in his words, he was simply a de- 
cent man doing his duty as a de- 
cent soldier, has he so vehement- 
ly denied the Balkan phase of his 
military service? 

If, in 1948, the seventeen- 
member United Nations War 
Crime Commission gave him an 
“A” listing, meaning he should 
be tried as a war criminal, why 
was he not extradited by the 
Yugoslavs along with his com- 
manding officer, General Alex- 
ander Loehr, who was tried for 
war crimes and executed in 1947 
as a war criminal? 

How is it that the issues raised 
today were not raised in 1971 
when he was seeking the United 

. Nations position? Would 
Waldheim have been elected as 
Secretary-General if the in- 
formation now available had 
been known? Who, then, is Kurt 
Waldheim? 

After repeated denials, in an in- 
terview with the Belgrade daily 
newspaper Vercernje Novosti, 
Waldheim finally admitted that 
in 1942 he was in the Kozara 
Mountains during the Kozara 
Operation, a brutal massacre in 
which the Germans in a vigorous

In response to the accusation 
that he was in Greece during the 
year that thousands of Greek 
Jews were deported to 
Auschwitz, and thousands of non- 
Jewish resistance fighters suf- 
fered mercilessly, he said he was 
merely serving as an interpreter. 
“T never had anything to do with 
such cruelties. I was in the hills 
doing my work, rarely going to 
Salonikka so I never knew.” 

Of course, it is impossible for 
him not to have known. Leon Ben- 
mayor, leader of Salonika’s 
small group of Holocaust sur- 
vivors, states, ‘‘How can 
Waldheim say that he came to a 
city where maybe one-quarter of 
the population wore the yellow 
star and didn’t notice they all 
disappeared. It would have been 
better for him to Yes, I was 
there, I know, but I could do 
nothing.’”” 

Waldheim also has 
acknowledged, after many 
repudiations, that he was enroll- 
ed in a Nazi youth group. As a 
member of a Nazi student union 
in 1938, while studying at the 
Vienna Consular Academy, and 
as a member of the Brown 
the paramilitary organization 
also own as the S.A., he would 
have been subjected to unrelen- 
ting propaganda and indoctrina- 























tion. He would have sung the Nazi 
anthem with its horrific lines, 
“When Jewish blood spurts from 
the knife/Then things will go 
twice as well.’ And he would 
have been well-acquainted with 
Adolf Hitler's mandate to young 
people, ‘Youth must be indif- 
ferent to pain. There must be no 
weakness or tenderness in it. I 
want to see once more in its eyes 
the gleam of pride and in- 
dependence of the beast of prey.’ 

By far the most charitable im- 
age rising from the cauldron of 
growing speculation is that of a 
just man picked up by the scruff 
of his neck and thrown into an un- 
wanted war. By far the most 
piteable spectre is that of a 
human being acting under 
orders, with little feeling or 
thought, ignorant of the issues in 
which he is involved, and totally 
oblivious to any call to the 
ethical. Brainwashed by a cruel 
state, and conditioned out of any 
semblance of his former self, he 
becomes a hollow man, Love 
disappears from his heart, and 
like one of George Orwell's bare- 
ly recognizeable characters in 
his book, 1984, he has ‘‘no dignity 
of emotion, or deep or complex 
sorrows." The memory of what it 
is like to be able to put oneself in 
someone else’s shoes, becomes 
dimmer and dimmer, and the 
call to a higher good fades from 
the human mind 

Waldheim’s inability, by only a 
single hair, to capture a clearcut 
majority in the M elections is 
a major victory for truth; for 
time, will be truth’s ally. The 
Waldheim story bears scrutiny 
it is compelling for many 
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reasons, not the least of which is 
the puzzling and contradictory 
images it conjures. On the one 
hand, we have the image of a 
soldier of war in the Balkans, 
allegedly translating 
unspe ble orders; on the other 
hand, we have the image of a 
soldier of peace in New York 
negotiating settlements and | 





feeding the world’s poor, The jux- | 


taposition of these two contrary 
symbols stares at us like William 
Blake's two contrasting states of 
the human soul 

As human beings, to a certain 








we are all imitative 
natures and we are all 
vulnerable to the social 


mythologies or our times, and we 
must ask of our leaders no less 
than we would ask of ourselves. 
Yes, we have the capacity to be 
plummeted to the depths and to 
be no more than ignoble spirits in 
an ignoble world, but we also 
have the capacity for heroism. 

In May 1941, shortly after the 
Nazis entered Athens and raised 
the swastika on the Acropolis, 
two young students, no older than 
Kurt Waldheim when Austria 
was forcibly annexed by Ger- 
many, climbed the steep hill 
leading to the Parthenon in the 
deep of night and tore down the 
swastika in a courageous and 
memorable act of resistance, We 
would all want to have the 
capacity to perform such acts of 
heroism.

preparation for the opening of 
the Met’s performance of that 
show in Boston. 

And the group is further ex- 
panding its repertoire with a 
performance on the history of 
Black opera and instrumental 
music from the 1700s to the 
present. Currently being 
researched by two educators 
from a Roxbury school, the 
show will be performed by an 
integrated cast, says Stone. 

“T have schools that want 
this show more than any 
other,”’ she says. ‘‘There’s a 
void in education concerning 
great composers who were 
black.”’ 

Stone’s opera company 
“started very slowly,’’ she 
recalls. The group began by 
performing ‘‘Hansel and 
Gretel” in libraries. Then, 
“little by little, the PTAs 
heard about us."’ 

However, it was not until the 
group hooked up with the 
Cultural Education Col- 
laborative — a state and na- 
tional endowment, which 
mails a booklet full of 
educationally-oriented pro- 
grams to public schools across 
the state — that Brown Bag 
truly achieved its fame. 

“We've performed in First 
Night and we've received 
tremendous attention from the 
media,’’ she says. 

Indeed, last Thursday night, 
a newscast on Channel 2 
featured a lengthy story about 
Brown Bag nie and its per- 
formance of ‘‘La Traviata.’ 
Further, Stone has a large col- 
lection of articles written 
about her company, which are 
neatly copied and filed in a 
plastic organizer on her office 
wall at home. 

How has Brown Bay Opera 
achieved such popularity? One 
reason may be that it 
“presents opera in a way peo- 
ple can understand,"’ explains 


Stone. 
“At a human level,’’ she 
says, ‘‘(opera) is something 


that’s rich and can lift the soul 
The funny thing is, I think peo- 
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ple believe it when I sing, and 
that’s what they rela 

But Stone relat 
dience in other s 
singing. For instance, the 
group performs operas in 
English and, to further make 
the art a part of their lives, she 
performs while walking 
through the audience. 

“You reached our children 
through all their senses,” a 
Concord school educator com- 
ments in a letter. ‘Your in- 
teraction with the audience 
made them part of the pro- 
gram, part of the art.’’ 

Another technique used to 
make opera understandable to 
students is by making them 
shorter in duration than the 
real thing, so as ‘‘not to lose 
their attention,’ Stone ex- 
plains. 

Stone, who studied acting 
and music at BU and music at 
Oberlin and New England Con- 
servatories, is also a certified 
teacher. 

Prior to each performance, 
the children’s opera company 
sends music and classroom 
teachers a study guide on the 
opera Brown Bag will per- 
form. The guide relates the 
opera to the various subjects 
studied in school, including 
art, English, history, foreign 
languages, and geography.

Traviata’? had tuberculosis, 
the study guide explains that 
the disease was also known as

Consumption and as 


great killer.” 

Later, the guide discusses 
the discovery of streptomycin 
in 1951, which ‘“‘helps control 
the contagious disease.’”’ It 
says that many opera com- 
posers wrote parts requiring 
their heroines ‘‘to expire of 
TB,”’ leading some to jokingly 
refer to the ailment as 
“‘soprano’s disease.”” 

While many operatic stars 
died — on stage — of TB back 
then, today the singers hardly 
ever get the chance. 

Stone says she never aspired 
to be a great opera singer 
because “‘You starve a lot. 

“Opera stars in Boston are 
suffering, they’re in debt. It’s 
hard to get on stage.” 

That’s why she_ started 
Brown Bag Opera. Says Stone, 
“We really want people to en- 
joy good music."’ That way, 
they will demand to hear it 
more often, and on stage.

“They pass laws all the time 
telling us what to do,”’ Bullwinkle 
later said in response. ‘‘What 
about the seatbelt law?” 

Alderman Verne Vance, who is 
chairman of the Legislation & 
Rules Committee, said he is con- 
cerned about the time element of 
the petition. His committee will 
be responsible for drafting its 
wording.

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Tax changes require new thinking 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


What impact do you think com- 
ing tax changes will have upon 
the devices now in fashion that 
allow the transfer of funds to 
children or to those in lower tax 
brackets? 

Y.K., Newton 
Dear Y.K.: 

Here are some of the possible 
changes, and ways that might 
still be available to save on taxes. 

Family gifts: Currently, when 
a parent gives cash or other 
assets to a young child, the in- 
vestment earnings on the gift are 
taxed at the child’s low tax 
bracket. One proposed change 
would tax the investment earn- 
ings of a child under 14 at the 
parents’ tax rate, if the gift was 
given by the parent. Such a move 
would mean a larger tax bite in 
most cases. Under this proposal, 
some of the child’s investment in- 
come would be offset by the 
child’s own personal exemption. 
And at 14, all investment income 
would be taxed at his or her own 
rate. 

Trusts: In a Clifford Trust, a 
parent in a high tax bracket can 
shift assets to a child and then get 
back the original investment 
after 10 years and a day. The 
child would receive income from 
the trust, but would probably pay 
little or no tax on it. In the shorter 
term Spousal Remainder Trust, 
assets given to the child revert to

the giver’s spouse. Both kinds of 
trusts can be used to provide in- 
come to an elderly parent in a 
lower tax bracket. 

One proposed tax change would 
tax the income from such trusts 
at the tax rate of the people who 
set them up. This would apply to 
new trusts, and for those that are 
grandfathered, to new money ad- 
ded to existing trusts. 

However, don’t rule out gift 
giving, or the establishment of 
trusts. Gifts from grandparents 
will still probably be taxed at the 
child’s rate, regardless of age. 
And in the case of trusts, there 
may be ways to soften the blow. A 
grandparent, for example, might 
use municipal bonds to set up a 
trust for a grandchild. The in- 





come from the bonds, which is 
tax free, would be paid to the 
child and reinvested in higher 
paying, taxable issues. The child 
would pay tax on the higher 
yields at his or her own rate. 

Another area in which propos- 
ed tax changes will require new 
thinking is the lowering of tax 
rates, which may drop to a new 
high of 35 percent — or even 27 
percent. This would cause paper 
losses from tax shelters to lose 
value. It would also make tax- 
free municipal bonds less attrac- 
tive. On the other hand, however, 
high dividend paying in- 
vestments might be more 
desirable than they are now, 
since there would be a smaller 
tax bite on that income.

Choosing a caterer 


Decide the services Offered, wl.at’s needed

Whether there’s a summer wedding ahead or 
you want tu throw a party without investing lots 
of your time, choosing a caterer might be on your 
agenda 

If you decide to have an event catered, you'll 
need to know the kinds of services a caterer of- 
fers and how to tell a good one from an also-ran. 

Part of the reason for hiring a caterer is to 
make an event run smoothly. Coping with 
catastrophe is often what separates profes- 
s from the scores of semi-amateurs who 
appeared in the last few years 

You can purchase as many or as few of a 
caterer’s servic ou like. You might want to 
buy the liquor yourself or hire servers on your 
own, leaving only the job of food preparation to 
the caterer. You can even save a delivery charge 
and pick up the food for the party yourself 

On the other hand, you can turn the whole thing 
er to your caterer, making her or him the 
arty planner.”’ Some caterers charge for that 
service, with fees that range from a nominal $30 
to a percentage of the tab, 

Most don’t charge extra for planning, although 

































they often collect from the subcontractors — the 
florists, bartenders and bands they hire. 
Review estimates carefully and check to see the 


caterer will be responsible for paying those bills. 
Separate billings from several firms can get con- 
fusing and lead to misunderstandings. 

The cost of a caterer depends on what you 
serve your guests, where you serve them and the 
cost of a band or orchestra. Parties for 100 have 
cost $10,000 and more, but you can expect to pay 
less than $50 a person for a top-of-the-line party 
in many cities. 

Buffets are less expensive, running from about 
$25 to less than $10, depending on the fare. Finger 
foods, dips and cheese and crackers, for exam- 
ple, might fetch $5 a person; roast beef or a 
turkey carved at the table could cost twice as 
much. 

Foods grilled at the buffet table are popular. 
Also on the rise: Strolling waiters who deliver 
the food to your guests, who in consequence con- 
sume less food. Prices here generally range 
below dinners but above buffets. 

For recommendations, turn to friends or col- 
leagues who have hired a caterer. Or you can 
review the parties and receptions you have at- 
tended and pick names from those you liked best. 

As with any other service you hire, you'll need 
references. Check them, and ask to see pictures 
of the caterer’s work. You might ask a prospec- 
tive caterer if you can watch the staff set up a 
party, although not every caterer will agree to

this. Be sure to sample the food before you hire 
anyone. 

Changing Times suggests you ask the follow- 
ing questions; 

If food will be transported, how will it get to 
you” Ask to see the trucks. Some food can spoil in 
a matter of minutes if improperly handled 

What about seconds for hungry guests 
that be included? 

Will china or paper plates be used’ 
ware or plastic? 

Will guests serve themselves or will a server 
control portions? 

How long will a caterer serve and guarantee 
food on the table? 

The caterer should be insured and licensed by 
a local board of health. 

While you shouldn't be straying beyond the 
terms of your agreement, it’s a plus fo: 
caterer has a reputation for making las 
accommodations, although they'll likely be at a 
cost. Be certain you know the terms of any 
agreement — to feed unexpected guests, for in- 
stance. 

Determine who gets the leftovers. Usually 
you're entitled to them. Liquor is likely to belong 
to you if it is opened. But many caterers or the 
bartenders they hire will give you credit for 
unused bottles. Again, make the distinction clear 
so you're not buying stock you don’t need. 

Anticipate the party running long; know what 
it will cost and agree beforehand on the pro- 
cedure you'll follow if the situation arises. 

After you settle on the caterer you want, visit 
the site of the party together to be sure of 
logistics. 

Always sign a contract. Expect to pay a 
deposit of up to 50 percent. You could forfeit that 
or even the entire cost of the service if you cancel 
just before your party. The contract should in- 
clude hours of service, food costs per guest, 
quantities to be prepared, beverage charges, 
rental fees, labor costs per helper and provisions 
for overtime. Check to see if gratuities and taxes 
are included in the estimates. 

Your house becomes a restaurant when the 
caterer arrives. Caterers recommend you have 
the kitchen ready for them before they arrive.

Haas also recommends tak- 
ing vitamins and mineral sup- 
plements. He says food should 
not be salted and people should 
hold down caffeine intake to 
two cups of coffee, tea or the 
equivalent a day. 

For weight loss, he has put 
together a 28-day regimen, 
which recommends two liquid 
meal replacements and one 
meal daily for a total of 800 
calories. Recipes are included 

He also suggests that anyone 
embarking on his diet see a 
physician and get a blood test 
that monitors body chemistry. 
“It's not necessary to do the 
blood test,” he said, ‘‘but it’s 
the single most powerful, least 
expensive comprehensive test 
to predict your probability of 
having heart problems, 
diabetes and other problems.” 

Haas developed his system 
after being turned down in the 
1970 draft. He weighed 200 


pounds at the time and was 
told he had heart trouble, 
hypertension and high blood 
pressure, 
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““Ts it my diet?’ was my first 
question. I was a wrestler and 
weight lifter and I ate a lot of 
steak and e "he said 
‘t diet. They

He dropped out of law school 
to study nutrition, which he 
felt was the key to his survival 
Eventually he earned a doctor 
of philosophy degree in the 
field. In the course of his work, 
he changed his diet, lost 60 
pounds, overcame hyperten- 
sion and began advocating his 
high-carbo/low philosophy 
to sports professionals. Few 
heard him 

“A few years ago you had 
dietitians and physicians 
recommending high protein 
diets," he said. ‘Some people 
still think mine is an outlan- 
dish nutritional approach. But 
‘Eat To Win’ stimulated 
enough controversy and 
research that people began 
looking into it and now we 
know that it’s common sense 
to eat this way.” 

Haas’ association with 
Navratilova clinched his suc- 
cess and inspired ‘‘Eat to 
Win.”’ In 1982, the tennis star 
was upset in the quarterfinals 
of the U.S. Open. Feeling that 
diet had something to do with 
her chronic low performance, 
she contacted Haas. He in- 
structed her to eliminate fats 
and forgo junk food altogether 
Since then she has been the top 
female tennis player in the 
world, 

His new book followed work 
with Cher and Johnson.

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Ways to reduce allergens in a house

Some people with allergies turn 
to over-the-counter drugs, others 
consult doctors, but Christine 
Peterson decided on a different 
treatment. She consulted ar- 
chitect Robert Kobet. 

The Petersons discovered the 
pollutants in their home ag- 
gravate Mrs. Peterson's 
allerges. So she and her husband, 
Dick, are building a sheltered 
house in Greenville, Pa., using 
non-toxic materials that will not 
produce allergy-aggravating 
pollutants. 

The contaminants will be fur- 
ther reduced because only one 
side of the new house will be ex- 
posed to air, Kobet said. 

What he hopes to achieve is a 
house — or an area in the house 

- that is nearly free of toxic 
materials and has an air ex- 
changer system to constantly 
move pollutants out while br- 
inging in clean, fresh air. 

Kobet said this type of con- 
struction may cost 20 to 25 per- 
cent more than a traditional new 
home, but he points to the results 
these houses produce: comfort, 
savings in medical care and 
healthier conditions. 

Air exchangers can make a 
home more comfortable for any 
family, regardless of whether 
any member has an allergy, 
Kobet said. 

“The cost of a good exchanger, 
installed in a new or existing 
house, can be $1,500 to $2,500, 
although some cost more. Nor- 
mally, the best use of the ex- 
changer is to remove dust and 
pollutants at their source, which 
is usually closets and storage 
areas, or the kitchen and 
bathroom. We ventilate these 
areas without dragging the dust 
throughout the whole house,”’ he 
said. 

Kobet, 35, lists five basic con- 
siderations for construction of 
pollutant-free houses: 

— Site selection: Don’t build in 
an area that has pollutants that 
can aggravate an allergy. 
Analyze the site to determine 
direction of allergens and 
pollutants from flowers, in- 
dustrial facilities and plants. 
Lake or seaside environments 
may not always be best because 
of salt air, spores and other items 
from the water. Pay attention to 
where the sun most often reaches 
the site because ultra violet rays 
in sunlight naturally sanitize the 
air and more light in the house 
reduces the dependency on ar- 
tificial lighting. 

— Foundation should be of solid 
concrete, not concrete block, 
because concrete is seamless and 
of tighter construction than con- 
crete block. When using con- 
crete, he suggests using 
vegetable oil to cover the forms 
that shape the concrete when it is 
poured, instead of a toxic petro- 
chemical substance. 

“I’m concerned about the mor- 
tar and the other additives used 
in concrete blocks. Also, try and 






















anti-freeze, often necessary when 
building in cold weather,” he 
said. 

Other suggestions include seal- 
ing and waterproofing the base- 
ment on the exterior; avoiding 
use of black tar, which is a petro- 
chemical product and using a 
clay-based waterproofing 
material. 

The best way to avoid base- 
ment problems is not to build one, 
he said. 


Water filters 
remove dust

Structure; Ideally, use a 
masonry product. If concrete 
block is used, it is probably better 
to apply a coat plaster over it that 
will seal off the block from the in- 
terior air, Use dry lumber 
wherever possible and avoid 
pressurized-treated lumber 
because it is treated with ex- 
tremely toxic mate: 

Kobet urges the use of steel 
studs over wood studs in con- 
struction of the house. He uses in- 
sulation that has no binders on it. 
He suggests use of a metal vapor 
barrier, instead of plastic, and 
light foil because it will seal off 
the house and give it a good vapo. 
barrier. 

He said non-toxic drywall is 
available. Floors should be con- 
crete. If wood is preferred, use 
maple, mahogany or oak. If 
carpeting is required, polyester 
is least offensive. 

— Interior: Natural plaster is 
best. Avoid painting. Avoid dust- 
collecting wood trims on windows 
and doors, Put storerooms and 
cabinets in out-of-the-way places 
because many detergents have 
toxic materials. 

“We are very careful about 
how we ventilate storage areas,” 
Kobet said. ‘Controlled air flows 
through clothes closets will pick 
up dust and dirt and move them 
out of the house. We often isolate 
dressing areas.” 












Other areas of concern are the 
kitchen, where a constant change 
of air can help eliminate and 
food odors, soap pollutants and 
other toxic items. Areas where 
books, television, stereos, com- 
pressors and motors are located, 
should have good ventilation. 

Curtains carry pollutants 
He suggests vertical metal slats 

Furnishings: These are what 
Kobet calls the weak link in the 
whole housing system. Fur- 
niture, because it can burn, 
usually has been treated with tox- 
ic, fire retardant materials. 
Kobet prefers natural hard wood 
put together with wood or metal 
nails instead of glue. Built-in fur- 
niture is recommended, Foam 
cushions on chairs and couches 
are also high on his list of toxic 
iterr jatural fibers such as cot- 
ton are best 

“The key to selecting the right 
furniture is finding out the 
materials which cause problems 
for the family member,” Kobet 
said. “If a certain item causes an 
allergic reaction, then the family 
can draw up a list of alter- 
natives."’ 

Sunlight and heat can cause 
wood to emit toxic gases. Put fur- 
niture out of the sunlight. 

Kobet said it is not necessary to 
build an entire allergy-free 
house. 

“Sometimes, the same amount 
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of comfort can be achieved by 
designing just a portion of the 
house, or a room, to have clean 
air at all times. The big ad- 
vantage to this is the cost of the 
house becomes more in line with 
traditionally built houses,”’ he 
said

“I’ve spent a long time 
depressed and upset with my self 
image,"’ she said. ‘‘Now I need 
help to develop a new one.

Last week, Rodkina and her 
friend Gina Fish, also a Soviet 
Jew who emigrated, experienced 
the beauty of freedom at a 
celebration of the 38th Anniver- 
sary of the State of Israel at the 
Gosman Jewish Community 
Campus. 














“We feel as if it is a very big 
holiday,’’ said Rodkina, who was 
never able to celebrate her faith 
in the Soviet Union. ‘When we 
came to America we received 
support that we never received in 
the Soviet Union. America helped 
us. We are free, and it is nice. 
Peace ... Shalom — It is most im- 
portant.” 


With those words, Rodkina, 
perhaps, captured the nee of 
the celebration yesterday. The 
State of Israel represents 
freedom for all peoples, ac- 
cording to Stanley Hurwitz, assis- 
tant director of public affairs for 
the Combined Jewish Philan- 
thropies of Greater Boston.

Aldermen plan halfway house conditions 





NEWTON — Ward 2 aldermen 
have hammered out conditions 
they hope will make a proposed 
halfway home for mentally ill 
adults acceptable for Newton- 
ville residents. 

After a recent Land Use hear- 
ing, aldermen Elaine Gentile, 
Joshua Davidson and Louis Irwin 
met for 45 minutes with two 
residents who have expressed 
concern about the proposal 

Plans call for Alternative 
Home Inc., a nonprofit agency, to 
use 515 Walnut St. as a halfway 
house for 10 mentally ill adults. 

Gentile said the conditions 
were acceptable to Dr. Linda 
Kraus and her husband, Thomas 
Kraus, residents of 480 Walnut St. 
In the past, the couple has joined 
with neighbors to question the 
proposal, 

Many Newtonville neighbors 
expressed opposition to the pro- 
posal at aldermanic hearings 
when it was first raised this 
winter. 


“It’s very amiable,” Gentile 
said of the private meeting with 
the two Walnut Street residents. 
She declined to reveal the condi- 
tions the three Ward 2 aldermen 
would seek until they are first 
presented to Land Use Chairman 
Cynthia Creem, 


But Gentile did say, ‘I don’t 
see how Land Use will have a pro- 
blem.”” 


“I believe we have reached 
conciliatory language ... that will 
be acceptable to the neighbors 
and to the three ward aldermen,” 
Davidson said. 

Thomas and Linda Kraus were 
not available after the private 
meeting for comment. Just 
before the private meeting, Lin- 
da Kraus said she was concerned 
with how Alternative Home will 
utilize the psychiatrist it plans to 
have associated with the facility 

Would the psychiatrist, for ex- 
ample, have the power to veto a 
person being accepted as a client, 
she asked. 

During the public hearing 
before Land Use, she described 
herself as ‘‘neutral’’ on the pro- 
posal. 

Kraus said the city's Planning 
Department and Alternative 
Home have answered a number 
of the neighborhood’s cencerns. 

Because the cost of renovating 
515 Walnut St. is being paid for by 
the state, residents were afraid 
that the facility would have to re- 
main a home for mentally ill 
adults, even if Alternative Home 
Inc. were to prove unable to 
operate the facility. 


David Schultz-McGuire, ex- 
ecutive director of Alternative 
Home, explained that the state 
would listen to proposals to use 
the home in other ways - such as 
for low income or elderly housing 
- should the facility fail.

NEWTON He will be 
remembered as a sincere, ‘‘low- 
key” person who knew how to in- 
spire volunteer support and work 
effectively with staff 

His steady leadership enabled 
the city’s Department of Human 
Services to flourish despite the 
budget-busting of Proposition 2 
1/2, 

After 10 years as department 
director, Howard Lipton will 
resign next month to practice law 
with the Newton firm of Concan- 
non, Rosenberg & Freedman 





“He was an honest, sincere, 
low-key person,"’ said Stephen 
Holmes, Council on Aging 
member for the last 16 years 
“He never made great fanfare, 
but he always did the job.” 


“I'm very sad to see him 
leave,"’ said Charles Feeley, cur- 
rent council chairman. ‘‘He’s an 
extremely competent person in a 
low-key way."’ 


The Council on Aging is just 
one of the four commissions 
assocaited with Lipton’s depart- 
ment. Human Services is so com- 
plex its organizational chart 
looks like a blue print for the 
latest personal computer. 

In addition to working with the 
council, Lipton and his staff has 
to implement the decisions of the 
Human Rights and Youth com- 
missions and the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on the Handicapped. 

His department offers senior 
citizens, youth outreach, fuel 
assistance and consumer affairs 
programs. Among other ser- 
vices, Human Services publishes 
the monthly senior citizens 
newsletter, ‘‘Golden Times,” and 
transports the elderly to local 
supermarkets. 

Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, 
noted that Lipton also played a 
key role in making City Hall ac- 
cessible to the handicapped. 


“It's a diverse job, probably 
one of the most diverse positions 
in the city government struc- 
ture,’ said Lipton recently 

A Connecticut native, Lipton 
came to Massachusetts armed 
with a bachelor’s degree in 
political science and a masters in 
urban affairs 

“T think I went into human ser 
vices because I liked working 
with people and I enjoyed work- 
ing in government,’’ said the 
Sharon resident. ‘I like to 
develop and create. Hurnan ser- 
vices is certainly a field where 
you can do that.” 

This creativity was never more 
apparent than when the depart- 
ment almost lost two senior 
citizens drop-in centers, Feeley 
and Holmes said. Through 4 
variety of moves that resembled 
a high level chess game, Lipton 
managed to preserve both 
facilities at new locations 

A few years after Lipton arriv- 
ed, Proposition 2 1/2 cut deeply 
into the department’s budget and 
Lipton began recruiting 
volunteers so programs could 
continue, said Holmes. 

“Howard was able to take the 
cuts and still provide services,” 
Holmes said. ‘‘We never lost any 
services.” 

Human services now has 150 
volunteers, 90 working on the 
commissions or their advisory 
boards, 60 offering help at the 
drop-in centers. 


Lipton earned his law degree 
from the New England School of 
Law five years ago. In switching 
to law, he is not abandoning the 
goals - being creative and heiping 
people - that brought him to 
human services, Lipton said. 


“I think it’s the opportunity to 
be creative and solve problems, 
Lipton said of his new career. 


“I guess you could say my 
clients were all 83,000 residents,” 
he observed. ‘In law, my clients 
are clearly defined with different 
kinds of problems.”

This coming weekend, 
Memorial Day weekend, 
thousands of area residents will 
honor departed loved ones — 
friends and relatives who have 
fallen in this country’s wars.

and tears. In those moments, 
their emotions will be focussed on 
the real reason for memorial 
day, a day when we take inven- 
tory of our human expenditures 
and assess the real cost of our 
freedom. 

Later on Memorial Day, many 
will attend parades where 
somber vets, who have squeezed 
into their old uniforms (How 
could this have shrunk? I haven't 
washed it in years? ), file through 
town behind marching bands to 
podiums covered with red, white 
and blue bunting. 

It is there that the focussed 
emotions many felt while visiting 
their local cemeteries begin to 
dissipate. It is there that the tak- 
ing of inventory becomes diffus- 
ed, especially in an election year 
like 1986. The praises of political 
candidates and parties, recogni- 
tion of those who helped organize 
Memorial Day events and other, 
more parochial concerns tend to 
creep into the verbiage, taking up 
space which should belong to the 
original concerns of General 
John Alexander Logan when he 
dedicated the holiday in 1868.

Different kinds of ‘terrorism’ 


Recent events have riveted the 
nation's attention on terrorism. 
In Newton, student trips are 
cancelled and our Police Depart- 
ment is preparing to respond to 
possible terrorist acts. 

When people think of ter- 
rorism, they usually think of in- 
dividuals or groups. They think of 
“them,” not ‘‘us."" I found a re- 
cent newsletter on terrorism put 
out by the Friends Committee on 
national legislation (245 Second 
Street NE, Washington D.C. 
20002) very thought provoking. 
The newsletter notes that both 
terror and deterrence stem from 
the Latin word ¢errere, meaning 
to frighten, and poses these ques- 
tions: 

What exactly is the difference 
between nuclear deterrence and 
terrorism? Each seeks to compel 
or prevent a particular behavior. 
Does the difference lie in 
ultimate goals. Then who is to 
decide whether a country’s goals 
are illegitimate and its actions 
terrorism’ Does the acceptabili- 
ty of the act lie in the size of its 
perpetrator, so that the acts of 
smaller groups are relatively il- 
legitimate? 


Does the difference lie in 


whether the action is taken by a 
government or by a_ private 
group’? Are non-governmental 
groups held to higher standards 
than governments? Is a person 
who threatens to blow up an 
airplane more culpable than a 
president or general secretary 
whose actions can forfeit the 
lives of millions? Does the dif- 
ference lie in scale: Is the threat 
to use nuclear weapons 
legitimate deterrence, while the 
threat to use a rifle or bomb il- 
legitimate terrorism? Is deter- 
rence different from terrorism 
because it involves only the 
threat of violence, not its actual 
use? But if deterrence is to be 
more than bluff, must not of- 
ficials be ready to use nuclear 
weapons? 

*Terrorism'—Arab  style—is 
the latest bogeyman with which 
to divert Americans from the 
“balance of terror” which our 
vast nuclear arsenal is designed 
to maintain. If “terrorism” is 
understood in a broader sense, 
then it is indeed our most for- 
midable problern.

AUBURNDALE — Twenty 
years ago, when raw sewage 
was dumped straight into the 
murky Charles River waters, 
most people would have choked 
at the thought of actually eating 
fish out of it 
Today, some still do, But the 
s ershed 
ation has proved their 
are now based in the past. 
ssociation sponsored its 
first annual Fish Fare on Satur- 
day, which began with fishing 
lessons from one of three river- 
bank locations — just over the 
Newton border in Wellesley, 
behind the CRWA on Com- 
monwealth Avenue, Auburndale, 
and off Charlesbank Road at 
Roberts Bay in Waltham. It also 
featured a picnic on a peninsula 
behind the Marriott Hotel, 
Auburndale, where the group 
had the opportunity to prepare, 
grill and feast on their catch. 







Starting at ten o'clock in the 
morning, men, women and 
children cast their lines into the 
Charles, and by 1 p.m., the first 
group of fishermen had taken 
their first cautious nibbles out of 
bluegills caught somewhere in 
the vicinity of Roberts Bay. 


“It’s sweet,’’ Roland Ungerer 
declared, surprised. But, he ad- 
ded later, ‘‘It’s not like what 
you’d get in a restaurant.””

Unlike Heather, Mike and the 
others, catching and eating fish 
from the Charles River was ap- 
parently not what many had in 
mind for fun on this first warm 
Saturday of the month. 

Possibly because the day 
started out so dismally, only 25 
people showed up for the event, 
though CRWA was set up to han- 
dle 60 to 70, according to Ralph 
Abele, Fish Fare organizer. 

He said the low turnout is due 
to ‘growing pains,” since it was 
difficult obtaining enough 
fishing instructors and equip- 
ment, let alone finding the time 
to advertise adequately for the 
event. 





However, according to Rita 
Baron, of the CRWA, the lack of 
participants can be blamed on 
the river’s poor image. 

“People have the sense that 
the river is filthy in this area,"” 
she said. ‘‘But it’s 10 times 
cleaner than it needs to be to 
meet swimming standards (in 
Massachusetts).”’ 


Still, John Riley, president of 
the Massachusetts Bass Federa- 
tion, said it has only been within 
the last five years that ‘‘a lot 
more people” have started 
fishing on the Charles. 

“Ten years ago, we'd come 


out here and see pollutants com- 
ing into the water,” he said.

Millions have mourned for the 
Shallenger astronauts, but Guzzi 
says the artist-subject relation- 
ship that he built up with the 
seven shuttle passengers brought 
the tragedy out of the television 
and into his basement studio 
where he painted their portraits 

“When you paint somebody,” 
he says, holding up a painting of 
Challenger Commander Richard 
Scobee, then pointing to a group 
portrait, ‘‘you form an intimate 
bond. When I found out about the 
explosion, I felt a sense of per- 
sonal loss. It really hurt us when 
they got killed.” 

Despite the disaster, Guzzi is 
confident space exploration will 
continue. 

“Tt is really sad that it took 
seven people to give their lives 
before we realized how 
dangerous space travel is and 
how courageous the astronauts 
are. If reaction by the nation is 
any guide, we will get this behind 
us and get back out in space 
NASA has received millions of 
letters of sympathy and en- 
couragement.”’ 

He adds that he has tinkered 
with the idea of going ‘‘out there” 
himself. 

“As an artist,’’ he says, “I 
think it would be a tremendous 
opportunity to be able to see the 
earth from the space shuttle, 
After the disaster, I hesitated a 
little bit, but I think that, if of- 
fered the chance, I would go. I 
have seen some great events: 
Roger Ma 61st home run in 
Yankee Stadium, the Boston 
Celtics first championship ever, 
Yaz’ 3,000th hit. But, just seeing 
one launch paled all those ex- 
periences. To actually take off 
myself would be awesome.”

Rest easy on good mattress 


By Editors of Consumer Reports 


Whether or not you get a good 
night’s sleep depends on a 
number of factors. Some of these, 
like anxiety about work or family 
problem, can be modified to a 
degree. 

On the other hand, what kind of 
mattress you use is totally within 
your control. But which type and 
what brand should you choo 

The traditional mattress set 
consists of an innerspring mat- 
tress and a box spring or some 
other foundation. Mattresses 
vary widely in firmness and con- 
formity, and only you can tell 
how much of each is comfortable 
for you. 

A properly conforming mat- 
tress should mold itself to the 
shape of your body and readjust 
quickly as your position changes. 

A too-soft or too-firm mattress 
set can leave you with aches and 
pains in the morning or even, 
over a period of time, with a bad 
back. 

Some models are labeled with 
words like Firm, Extra Firm or 
Super Firm, but since different 
makers measure firmness in dif- 
ferent ways, these descriptions 
are helpful only in comparing 
models within a brand line 

The only way to find a com- 
fortable mattri is to lie down 
on the job. 'y out model after 
model to discover what level of 
firmness and conformity suits 
you best. How comfortably does 
the mattress mold itself to the 
shape of your body? Don't be shy 

Recently, Consumer Reports 
engineers tested the structural 
integrity of 32 twin-sized mat- 
tress sets using an odd-looking 
device equipped with a buttocks 
shaped ram, The machine 
delivered 100,000 strokes to the 
center of each mattress set, 
where a sleeper’s weight is con 
centrated. Then it delivered 
25,000 strokes to an edge, where a 
person might sit 

Only six came through the 
ordeal! without structural 
damage and with only minor 
changes in overall firmness, The 
six in order of increasing price 
are; The Simmons Beautyrest 
Royalty, the Ethan Allan Ex 
quisite, Bassett Dreammaker 
Ultima, Restonic Vitality Super 
posture, Sears-O-Pedic Imperial 
Two catalog number 73272 and, 
the Sears-O-Pedic Imperial Elite 
catalog number 73582 

The Restonic Vitality Super 
posture was judged the firmest in 
the center where a sleeper's 
weight is concentrated and on its 
edges where a person might sit 
The Sears-O-Pedic Imperial Elite 
was the softest throughout.

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A vulnerable period 
plagued by pressures

In the searing soul-searching which follows any 
suicide, the questions most asked by survivors 
surely must be: ‘‘Why here?" and “Why now 

The answers are not easy to come by. By its 
very nature, suicide is spurred by a swirling 
cacapohny of psychological, social and emotional 
factors, It has been blamed on everything from 
acid rain to red dye No. 7. It may have its roots in 
heredity or genetics. It may be plain bad luck 

As Dr. Jacobs points out, ‘‘We just don’t know.”” 

Dr. Pamela Cantor of Chestnut Hill is president 
of the American Association of Suicidology and 
vice-chairwoman of the national Committee on 
Youth Suicide Prevention. She agrees that ex- 
planations for the increase in teen suicide must be 

_-‘all speculation” at this point. But after 14 years 
of working with troubled youth, she offers a 
number of possible answers 

“Kids are having to grow up much too soon and 
much too quickly,”’ Cantor says. ‘They are asked 
to take on the roles of adults when they are 
psychologically still kids.” 

Not only are they maturing earlier biologically, 
she says, but younger teens are presented with 
role models that they are not equipped to handle 

The teen years are a vulnerable period because 
of many changes that are going on, For those who 
don’t have the strength to deal with it, these years 
can be a very painful time 

In a social context, this period is often beset 
with other serious problems identified as 
barometers of social stress — including drug and 
alcohol abuse, delinquency and crime 

According to Dr. Herbert Hendin, director of 
the Center for Psychosocial Studies at New York 
Medical College, there is ‘convincing evidence” 
that one source of stress among young people 
relates to the increased percentage of young peo- 
ple in the population between 1955-1980. Young 
people face tougher odds in competing with each 
other for a limited number of new and challenging 
positions. In essence, this increases the competi- 
tion for the desirable adult options - college, 
well-paying jobs, etc. - resulting in increased 
stre 

According to Dr. Linda Shapiro, director of 
counseling services at Newton North High School, 
unrealistically high standards are another factor 
These standards can be from overly-demanding 
parents -- or from the teens themselves. For 
some, Shapiro says, anything less than an A ona 
report card may as well be an F 

“Most teens tend to think in terms of black 
white, success or failure, champion or loser, 
says. 

Shapiro also feels the media must take its share 
of the blame for pushing images of physical 
perfection —— lean, leggy, blond-haired beauties 
sporting clear complexions and Pepsodent smiles 

“who look so much better than these kids feel 
inside.” 

The loss of a young love, which some adults 
may look back on with nostalgia, can be a deadly 
serious matter to an adolescent. Rock star Billy 
Joel, who donated the proceeds from his record, 
“You're Only Human,” to National Youth Suicide 
Prevention, confessed that this as one of the fae- 
tors that brought him to the brink of suicide years 
ago 

“Everyone gets blue and has broken love rela- 
tions,”’ says Cantor. ‘‘But you have to look at the 
severity, duration, and appropriateness of the 
response. 

“One adolescent might yo to bed and ery for 12

Another difference — anda 
particularly disturbing one at that — is that the 
recent wave of young suicides been most visible 
amon white, middle-class teens. Not troubled 
youths with a history of problems, but kids from. 
upwardly mobile families who would seem to 
have everything going for them 

Such cases are difficult to diagnose, since these 
youngesters often seldom exhibit behavoir whieh 
would be termed socially disturbing — leaving 
few clues about their intentions 

Sometimes nobody notices,”’ says Kay Tiffany, 
who runs a stress-depression workshop for 
teachers and counselors in the Winchester Public 
Schools. “Some kids are just very good at cover- 
ing up what they are feeling.” 

This would fit the mold of the rash of suicides in 
Plano, Texas, an affluent Dallas suburb where 
two years ago eight teenagers committed suicide 
From February to August 1983, six Plano youths 
killed themselves, three in one week 

It also would fit the mold of Boston's western 
suburbs. This area typically is populated by baby- 
boomers reared in what Boston University 
psychology professor Ron Levant calls the * 
possibility 

“These people often don’t have a sense of their 
own limitation and consequently try to ‘have it 
all’,”’ Levant says hey put unrealistic expecta- 
tions on themselves and try to do too much.” 

And their children feel the pressure to do 
likewise 

“1 think there's more pressure today for kids to 
achieve in school,” Tiffany says. “There’s more 
concern about whether they can get a job, get into 
a good college — just whether they can cut the 
mustard."” 

In addition to the high premium placed on 
achievement, the overwhelming cost of financing 
a private college education makes scholastic sue- 
cess even more cruicial 

“Tf a kid blows his freshman year at college 
he’s blowing $15,000 of his father’s money,” Tif 
fany says. So there is a lot riding on their 
shoulders,”" 

Hendin, who has conducted extensive studies of 
youth suicide among both white and black youths, 
says analyses of the family circumstances in such 
incidents often reveal deep-rooted problems in 
parent/child relationships 

In many such cases, Hendin said last month at 
a symposium co-sponsored by the Cambridy 
Hospital Dept. of Psychiatry, it appears parents 
wanted the child but not the emotional involve- 
ment associated with children, They wanted their 
children to fulfill parental expectations, but gave 
them little incentive for doing 

“These youngsters may make few emotional 
demands, but become instead withdrawn, 
depressed and quietly preoccupied with death and 
suicide,’ he said 

While admitting the seeds of adolescent suicide 
normally are sown in early childhood, Hendin 
says the triggering factor is often the traditional 
strugele for young people to separate from 
parents and establish their own identity as adults 

Not to ean identity is probably one of the 
most frightening things a person can encounter,” 
Jacobs says 

As tormented as suicidal youths may be, itas 
the fear of “something, worse’ — more pain, 
more shame, more tension, more guilt, more 
hopelessness, etc that often sparks suicidal 
behavoir 

According to Shapiro, this is an importart point 
in terms of suicide crisis intervention 

Adolescents have difficulty seeing that their pain 
is temporary, and eventually will subside, while 
suicide yery, yery permanent 
I like to call suicide a permanent alternative

IRA during the 60-day transfer 
period. Suppose, for example, 
you need to pay college tuition 
that is due a few d. before your 
Treasury bills post the interest 
you had planned to use for that 
purpose, or you have an op- 
portunity to invest the IRA 
money in a 30-d high-yielding 
investment. (Keep in mind that 
any dividends earned while the 
money is out of an IRA account 
are taxable.) That's fine if you 
realize that there are mishaps 
galore that can and do occur 
when the money winds up in your 
hands 


When you take possession of 
the money, you automatically 
receive form 1099-R from your 
financial institution. The form 
shows the casn distribution and 


should later be reported as an 
IRA rollover on your tax return. 
If you ignore form 1099-R and 
neglect to indicate that the 
distribution is an TRA rollover, 


you get a letter from the IRS say- 
ing you owe taxes on that 
amount. You end up eternally 
corresponding with a faceless 
group at the IRS, and it’s very 
hard to extricate yourself from 
that situation. 


You will also lose money if you 
wait too long to move funds from 
one IRA to another, If you hold on 
to the money until the 61st day, 
the whole IRA distribution 
becomes taxable. It's easy to 
avoid these bad scenarios, 
however. Just never take posses- 
sion of your account and have the 
transfers arranged directly from 
one trustee to another.

NEWTON — The¥ sat in the mayor's office looking, for all the 
world, like a young married couple who just heard the doctor say

main library facility for the city.

City prepares for 300th

NEWTON - The city celebrated 
its 100th birthday 13 years ago. A 
year and a half from now - on 


Jan. 11, 1988, to be precise - 
Newton will celebrate its 
tricentennial. 


No, the city is not aging faster 
than time, even though it might 
appear Newton grew 200 years in 
the last 15. 

In 1973, Newton celebrated its 
100th anniversary as a city. In 
1988, it will be 300 years since in- 
habitants of this area separated 
from Cambridge and to be in- 
corporated as an independent 
town. 

A long fight for independence 
ended on Jan. 11, 1688 when local 


citizens held their first meeting 
as an independent town, What 
would become Newton was then 
known as Cambridge Village 

According to records at the 
Jackson Homestead, the issues in 
the struggle were taxes, politics 
and religion. 

Residents in this area found the 
distance to church at Harvard 
Square too far. It was also annoy- 
ing to make that same journey to 
participate in Cambridge Town 
Meeting and train in the militia. 

Cambridge, on the other hand, 
did not want to lose the taxes paid 
by inhabitants in this area. 

Residents in 1673 first petition- 
ed the Great and General Court 
of Massachusetts for separation, 
according to Duscha Scott, direc- 
tor of the Jackson Homestead. 


They w allowed to elect 
their first selectmen in 1679, but 
it wasn't until nine years later 
that what had been known as 
Cambridge South of the River 
became Cambridge Village 

It is now 298 years later and a 
lot of water has passed under the 
spot where once stood the old 
wooden bridge that spanned the 
Charles River and joined Cam- 
bridge Village to its rejected sire. 

The Board of Aldermen have 
approved Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann's request for $10,000 ‘‘seed 
money” to begin preparations for 
the tricentennial celebration 
Mann has appointed a committee 
of around 50 citizens to develop a 
program for the festivities. 

The committee will hold its 
first public meeting on June 3 at 





8:30 am, in City Hall. All 
residents are invited to attend 
and participate, said Linda 
Plaut, director of the city’s Arts 
in the Parks program. 

The mayor has asked Plaut to 
organize the initial committee. 

No events have been planned 
yet, but Mann said he hopes the 
tricentennial celebration will 
equal, if not surpass, the 100 year 
anniversary 

“That was sensational,” the 
mayor said of the 1973 bash. “We 
would hope to be even more am- 
bitious, given that this is the 300th 
year.” 

The mayor and Plaut envision 
a reenactment on Jan. 11, 1988 of 
that historic meeting when Cam- 
bridge Village officially became 
a town,

NEWTON — Soldiers, families and friends 
gathered in the Garden City Monday to pay 
tribute to the men and women who sacrificed 
their lives in war to ensure that Americans 
may live in freedom.

our hope that we may be reawakened do that 
we all may be peacemakers.

Mayor Mann waxed poetic, on 
Friday, about the $12 million 
building he hopes will be com- 
pleted in 1988, in time for the ci- 
ty’s tricentennial celebration. 
After praising those in the city’s 
Library Department who have 
managed to deliver the highest 
level of service from the ancient 
facility in Newton Corner (‘‘Iron 
men in wooden ships,” he called 
them.) he predicted the final pro- 
duct will be ‘‘a flagship for all 
libraries in the world.” 

Mann spoke of the value of put- 
ting ‘the cultural heart next to 
the municipal heart” and enthus- 
ed that the new ‘‘muni-cultural 
center’’ could end up ‘‘the most 
outstanding building since the 
Taj Mahal.” 

Dorothy Reichard, represen- 
ting the Library Trustees, who 
have been pushing for a new 
facility for several decades, was 
ecstatic about the announcement 
and the prospect of the new 
library’s being completed in 1988. 
“This is an unbelievable 
meeting,’’ she said in the 
mayor’s office. ‘I really believe 
it’s going to happen now.’’ She 
confessed that, for years, she 
thought the closest she would 
come to a library on the Homer- 
Walnut site would be when she 
was buried in Newton Cemetery, 
which abuts the site. 

After the official announce- 
ment in the mayor’s office, the 
group adjourned to the Homer- 
Walnut site for a photo session. 
They kept looking back at the 
corner of the location, envision- 
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ing what the library might look 
like. 

When the photographer was 
through and the press left, the 
group lingered in the middle of 
the open field, relishing the pro- 
spect that lay ahead for them. 

The next step in the process, 
according to Nancy Criscitiello, 
head of the Friends of the 
Library, will be the completion of 
another feasibility study near the 
end of June.

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Seat belts saved their lives

_ BOSTON Newton resident 
Val Kristler believes she may 
never have lived to see her 
daughter's second birthday if she 
hadn't worn her seat belt that 
morning one month ago today. 

She fell asleep at the wheel of 
her Toyota Corolla at 10 a.m. on 
Interstate 89 in New Hampshire 
Her doctor said only her seat belt 
stopped her from being propelled 
through the windshield to an 
almost certain death. 

Kristler’s story of survival, 
along with about 70 others like it 
since the first of the year, was 
retold last week to launch the 
state's summertime safety belt 
education project, the ‘Make It 
Click Challenge.” 

Officials from Newton and 
Waltham joined Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis at the John W. McCor- 
mack Building to kick off the ef- 
fort in 86 communities as 
residents across the state 
prepared for the traditional long 
Memorial Day weekend. 

Newton Police Lt. James M. 
O'Donnell, Waltham Mayor 
Willam F. Stanley, Waltham 
Police Safety Officer Steven D. 
Fogg and two dozen ‘‘seat belt 
survivors” like Kristler were on- 
hand to issue the challenge. 

“The seat belt law continues to 
save lives and reduce serious in- 
juries, but in the face of lower 
Basoline prices and reduced 
travel abroad, we know there are 
Boing to be significantly greater 
numbers of people on our 
highways this summer,’’ 
Dukakis said. 

“It is all the more reason to 
place special emphasis on these 
101 critical days of summer from 
now until Labor Day,” he added. 
“We at the state level will be 
working hard, bringing safety 
belt information to the public. I 
am issuing a challenge to the 
leaders here to get behind this 
life-saving effort.” 

Stanley said he will bring that 
“caring message’? home to 
Waltham when he, Fogg and 
state Public Safety Secretary 
Charles Barry hold a press con- 
ference within the next week to 10 
days. 

Dukakis asked local public 
safety and health officials to 
distribute brochures, posters, 
bumper stickers and automobile 
litter bags and to stage seat belt 
education programs for their 
community.

Firefighters 
may sue city

NEWTON — The president of 
the state-wide firefighters union 
says his organization will file suit 
against the city if ‘they insist on 
including drug testing language”’ 
in any new contract. Firefighters 
here have been without a con- 
tract for two years. 


In addition, T. Dustin Alward 
says it is conceivable that 
firefighters from other depart- 
ments in the state could join 
Newton firefighters in any job ac- 
tion that results from a pro- 
tracted stalemate in negotia- 
tions. Newton firefighters have 
been without a contract for two 
years, 

“We are already on record as 
being opposed to arbitrary drug 
testing,” the president of Profes- 
sional Firefighters of 
Massachusetts says. “If this is 
the first case to come through the 
door, we have already voted to go 
to file suit on behalf of the 
Newton firefighters.”” 


Alward says he will challenge 
both the constitutionality of drug 
testing and whether or not a 
union ‘can bargain away an Ine 
dividual’s rights.” 

“We are strongly opposed to 
the arbitrary and capricious 
nature of drug testing,” he says. 

Also, no one has yet decided if 
this is a proper subject for collec- 
tive bargaining. No mayor, chief 
or city or town official has the 
right to search a firefighter’s 
locker, home or pockets. We feel 
that they do not have the right to 
search an individual's bodily 
fluids, which are a much more 
personal possession.’” 


Alward, a captain in the Ran- 
dolph fire department, angrily 
charges that Mayor Theodore 
Mann, by calling for drug tests 
for firefighters, ‘is putting the 
cart before the horse.” 


Chief Administrative Officer 
Richard Kelliher disagrees with 
Alward’s contention that drug 
testing violates individual rights 
and questions his involvement in 
a local labor dispute 


He and Quinn were members of 
the state’s Seat Belt Coalition 
before the law took effect in 
January. The law’s popularity 
will be tested at the polls this 
November in a statewide referen- 
dum. 

“As the weather gets nicer, we 
tend to have more accidents,” 
O'Donnell said. “If people start 
buckling up, we will save more 
lives. 

“I've seen accidents where 
people wearing seatbelts have 
come out with very little or no in- 
juries when they otherwise would 
have been severely injured. A lot 
of times it’s the difference bet- 
ween living and dying,”’ he add- 
ed. 

Critics of the legislation say it 
represents an unfair governmen- 
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tal intrusion into the private lives 
of citizens, but advocates point to 
a 12.4 percent decrease in 
automotive fatalities during the 
first four months of this year as 
evidence of the new law’s worth 

Kristler, 39, of 355 Lexington 
St., said she understands the 
arguments raised by seat belt 
law opponents, but added, “‘I feel 
like there's a greater public good 
to be served. The law is enforced 
secondarily. It's not daily intru- 
sion.” 

A policy specialist for the 
Social Security Administration 
office in Boston, Kristler was on 
her way to Vermont when her car 
hit a guard rail, went out of con- 
trol and drove down a 35-foot em- 
bankment 

The vehicle rolled over three

times and landed on its roof, but 
she was able to walk away with 
only a strained back and some 
bruises 

Prior to the law taking effect, 
Kristler knew “intellectually, it 
was a good idea. I just never 
bothered. I just never followed 
through 

“As I was going off the road 
that day, I thought, ‘My God, I 
may be killed or crippled, That 
would be terrible for my family.’ 
That's what went through my 
mind,”’ she said 

Now, Kristler is convinced 
making it click “makes sense, 
law or no law. I feel like it 
my life because I wouldn’t hav 
buckled up that day if it wasn’t 
for the law.” 
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Legal profession needs watchdogs 


Two things came out of the speeches 
given during Sunday’s graduation ex- 
ercises at Boston College Law School 
on Centre Street. 

First, the City of Newton should be 
proud that such a venerable institu- 
tion has sprung up in its midst. Ac- 
cording to the school’s dean, Daniel R. 
Coquillette, BC Law_ stands tall 
among its peers. It ranks 15th in the 
nation in terms of Law School Ap- 
titude Test scores. It ranks eighth in 
the nation in terms of the number of 
applications it receives. It ranks 15th 
for the ‘‘scholarly production’ of its 
faculty members. BC Law students, 
this year, became world champions in 
International Moot Court Competi- 
tion. 

Furthermore, the school has 
become known as an excellent train- 
ing ground for ‘“‘working lawyers,” 
lawyers who tackle and solve the pro- 
blems of everyday life and refuse to 
shy away from “‘controversial causes 
and unpopular clients.’’ As Dean Co- 
quillette commented Sunday, the 
school, for all its qualifications, ‘‘has 
no history of snobism.’’ Testimony to 
his comment could be found in the 
plethora of minorities and women 
among this year’s 248 graduates. 

The second thing to come out of Sun- 
day’s proceedings was the shocking 
news that the number of lawyers in 
the United States doubled from 1960 to 
1980 — from 250,000 to 500,000. In the 
past six years, 200,000 new attorneys 
have started up practices. By 1987, it 
was predicted, there will be 750,000 at- 
torneys in this country. 

Because of the startling increase in 
their numbers, lawyers will now, 
more than ever, have to make sure 
their professional house is in order.

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Crackdown on child support 
dodgers nearly implemented

One of the disgraceful aspects 
of our society is the cruel disdain 
some fathers display towards 
supporting their family, more 
specifically their own children. 

Today, nationally, 15 million 
children live in one-parent 
families. In most of them, the 
father skipped out or is unknown. 
One-third of those children exist 
below the poverty line, either 
because their missing father has 
totally reneged on supporting his 
family or as in half the cases, he 
contributes less than he should. 

Massachusetts happens to rank 
in the top of states collecting 
child support. Yet, less than 20 
percent of the 137,000 single- 
parent families here receive all 
they are due (the average sup- 
port order is a paltry $1800 per 
year,) though one in six of the ab- 
sent fathers earns over $25,000 a 
year. 

Some people call the tragic 
phenomenon ‘‘the feminization of 
poverty.” 

All tolled, government 
assistance to single-parent 
families costs taxpayers $20 to 
$30 billion. 

Why such indirect abuse? Why 
such callous irresponsibility? 

Experts believe the breakdown 
is a function of the permissive 
society and sexual revolution we 
have encouraged. Rising divorce 
rates, rampany teen-age 
pregnancies, out-of-wedlock bir- 
ths inevitably follow if our young 
people lack direction and pur- 
pose. 

Far from tackling the fun- 
damental causes of family 
breakdown, authorities are 
preoccupied with sheer survival, 
with improving the pipeline of 


support services just to sustain 
innocent children. 

To compel urgency in 
Massachusetts, the federal 
government's Health and Human 
Services Department, its pa- 
tience running thin, has threaten- 
ed to cut off $21 million in child 
support remimbursements to the 
state and $200 million in AFDC 
reimbursements. The deadline 
for corrective action — already 
extended several times — is June 
1G

GOP candidates maintaining

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Reagan's lobby efforts 
fail in Arab arms deal

The furor over President Reagan's efforts to sell 
missiles to Saudi Arabia raises 


troubling questions about White 


House attitudes toward America’s Jewish community 


The White House invited 
some Jewish leaders to meet with 
Reagan so he might try to per- 
suade them to support the sale. 
Jewish leaders interpreted this 
public invitation as an attempt to 
pressure them into supporting 
the package and they felt it 
also called into question their 
loyalty to the United States. 


Since the White House is a 
strong supporter of Israel, it 
couldn't figure out why Jews 
wouldn’t give them a hand in sell- 
ing $354 million worth of missiles 
to Saudi Arabia, even though 
Saudi Arabia supports groups 
that call for pushing the Israelis 
into the sea. 

Senate leaders said many 
lawmakers feared voting for the 
arms sale because they worried 
about retaliation from Jewish 
voters. 

Lawmakers are well aware 
Jewish groups helped knock off 
former Senate Foreign Relations 
Chairman Charles Percy, R-IIl., 
in 1984 for seeking to navigate a 
middle course between Arabs 
and Israelis in the Middle Bast 





The idea for the meeting came 
from Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Chairman Richard 
Lugar, R-Ind. He and everyone 
else in the GOP establishment 
are among Israel’s staunchest 
supporters, so they couldn’t 
believe anyone would question 
their motives on the arms sales, 


So, the president’s aides and 
Lugar figured, if the Jewish com- 
munity went along, it might do 
the trick. And it might have, but 
anyone who thought that would 
occur is smoking the stuff Nancy 
Reagan is trying to get xids to 
kick. 

Jewish organizations felt the 
president's efforts were lending 
credence to anti-Semitic 
stereotypes that say Jews control 
the government and the money. 


They considered it an etfort to 
portray the choice as either being 
for Reagan and therefore the 
United States, or being against 
him and therefore siding with 
Israel. 

“I know of no instance this ad- 
ministration or any administra- 
tion has gone to Turkish 
Americans to ask for arms for 
Greece; Polish Americans to 
grant Soviet trade concessions or 
to the Catholic Church to lobby 
for abortion,” said a top official 
of a major Jewish organization. 


Within the White House there 
were raw nerves among officials 
who questioned why Jewish 
groups were unwilling to support 
Reagan when he says the sale is 
in the U.S. self-interest. 

“In their zeal to protect their 


Saudi friends they're seeking to 
put the blame on Israel and the 
Jews, when they should be taking 
a closer look at Saudi Arabia,” 
one official said 





The reality is that the package 
is unpopular for many reasons. 

There are legitimate concerns 
that U.S. weapons might wind up 
in terrorist hands. There is much 
resentment towards the Saudi

ability to influence oil prices. And 
the fact the Saudis criticized 
Reagan’s strike against Libya 
didn’t help either. 


If the package does get a go- 
ahead when it comes up for a vote 
in early June it will be only 
because Reagan backed down 
and agreed to delete from the 
package shoulder-held Stinger 
missiles that would be a ter- 
rorist’s delight. 


Opponents suggested to the ad- 
ministration months ago that the 
easy way to get the package 
through was to delete the 
Stingers, but White House of- 
ficials thought they could force it 
through. In the same way, they 
thought they could bully the 
Jewish community into doing 
what it perceived to be against its 
self-interest. 


The White House argued that if 
America is to look after its own 
self-interest in the Middle East it 
must keep open the lines of com- 
munication with moderate Arab 
states. 


There are few — even among 
Israel’s strongest supporters 
who disagree with that premise. 

The problem is the way the ef- 
fort on Saudi Arabia’s behalf was 
handled. Whether intended or 
not, the White House made 
American Jews scapegoats for 
the president being unable to get 
his way with Congr

Women drivers increase, sales pitches change

There's a story about this cou- 
ple who went car shopping. The 
salesman spent all his time talk- 
ing to the husband, totally ignor- 
ing the wife. She got so annoyed, 
she stomped out and the 
salesman didn’t even notice. He 
just continued sweet-talking the 
husband, who finally said: ‘‘No 
deal. The checkbook just went 
out the door.” 

The anecdote is told by Lynn 
St, James, professional race-car 
driver and consumer adviser to 
Ford Motor Co., to illustrate what 
car salesmen should not do. 

She knows women are in the 
driver’s seat as much as men 
these days. A recent Conde Nast 
Publications survey showed that 
45 percent of the cars sold last 
year were bought by women. 
Beyond that, another survey 
reported that women cast the 
deciding vote in 81 percent of all 
car purchases, 

No wonder auto companies are 
generating marketing programs 
and ad campaigns aimed at 
women customers. Likewise, car 
dealers are retraining their sales 








forces to be more attuned to 
women buyers. A Chevrolet 
dealer in Denver went so far as to 
redecorate his showroom: 
mauve carpeting, color- 
coordinated sofas, soft lighting 
and, on Saturdays, free coffee 
and fruit-and-cheese platters. 

Others are warning salespeo- 
ple that women don’t buy high- 
pressure sales pitches or being 
talked down to. Chrysler is 
holding consumer seminars at 
auto shows where women can ask 
questions and share their views 
on cars. Chevrolet has initiated a 
women's marketing committee 
to work with its advertising agen- 
cy.

Governor's commitment to education well documented

Over the past weeks there has 
been considerable criticism in 
some media regarding Governor 
Michael Dukakis’ commitment to 
quality public higher education. 
As the president of the Com- 
monwealth’'s largest private 
university. I have had several op- 
portunities to review and ex- 
perience directly the Governor's 
commitment to higher education 
in both the public and private sec- 
tors which renders recent 
criticism uninformed and unfair 

Few governors in the history of 
this state have been more com- 
mitted to the qualitative im- 
provement of education at all 
levels than Michael Dukakis as is 
evident in his budget recommen- 
dation for fiscal 1987 

In that document the Governor 
recommends a $150 million in- 
crease for the state’s 27 public 
colleges and universities, as well 
as additional scholarship 
assistance for needy 
Massachusetts students both 
public and private colleges. In- 
cluded in this proposal is an in- 
crease of over $19 million for 
UMass Amherst 

A major tenet of political life is 
the fact that funding is the true 
test of one’s support for any pror 
gram. Senator Gerard D'Amico 
co-chairman of the Education 
Committee of the Massachusetts 
legislature, remarked that the 


Governor is “putting money 
where his mouth i Senator 
D'Amico hailed the budget 


recommendation as “a very 
strong infusion into the public 
education sytem’’ and the 
strongest statement for higher 
education that we've seen in the 
last several years.” 

Budget recommendations and 
legislative appropriations, 
however, are not the only 
measure of the Governor's sup- 
port for education, The facts are 
that Governor Dukakis has 
demonstrated an examplary per- 
sonal concern for education at all 
levels. After filing an educational 
reform bill aimed at improving 
public education at the 
kindergarten through high school 
levels, he worked tirelessly both 
in public forums and the legisla- 
tion. Owing to the Governor's ef- 
forts, the elements necessary to 
implement this long overdue 
educational reform are now in 
place 


At the post secondary level, 
scholarship assistance to needy 
Massachusetts college students, 
both public and private, has tripl- 
ed, from $19 million to $67.6 
million over the past three years 
This year, the Governor has 
recommended an additional $5 
million, to be used for assistance 
to part-time and non-traditional 
students. Education, both public 
and private, is this com 
monwealth’s greatest natural 
resource. Governor Dukakis has 
recognized the importance of a 
strong system of higher educa 


tion to the state’s economy, and 
he has acted to st th that 


The Governor is correct when 
he asse that Massachusetts 
cannot be compared to other 
states. Historically, citizens of 
California, Texas and Minnesota 
did not have access to education 
from existing private colleges 
and universities. By necessity, 
strong public systems developed 
In Massachusetts, by contrast, 
private higher education has 
been the principal vehicle for 
post high school education

dramatic expansion, in both 
quality and quantity, occurred in

Group looks for 
nuclear testing halt 


NEWTON — Representatives 
of SANE, the committee for a 
SANE nuclear policy, will be can- 
vassing door-to-door through 
Newton in June. SANE is work- 
ing to gather support for a resolu- 
tion being introduced in the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, favoring a com- 
plete halt to the testing of nuclear 
weapons by both the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

The resolution, if passed, would 
put the legislature on record in 
support of a Comprehensive Test 
Ban Treaty (CTBT.) ‘In 1982 the 
voters of Massachusetts voted 
overwhelmingly in support of the 
Nuclear Freeze,” said Steve 
Stephano, Director of the 
Massachusetts SANE office. 
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“Halting all testing of nuclear 
warheads is a first step in freez- 
ing the arms race. The CTBT has 
been supported by every 
American President since 
Truman, except Reagan,” added 
Stephano. 

SANE is the nation’s oldest and 
largest arms control organiza- 
tion with close to 200,000 
members and 65 chapters across 
the country. Founded by Eleanor 
Roosevelt and a group of promi- 
nent citizens in 1957, SANE has 
been lobbying and organizing on 
nuclear weapons issues for 29 
years.

A resident of the Brockton 
suburb of Whitman, Connell 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. She is currently assigned 
to night patrols. 

Boston attorney Thomas J, 
May, who sources say is 
representing her in the case, 
refused to comment or 
acknowledge that he is acting as 
Connell’s legal counsel. 

Sources interviewed in- 
dependently said State Police 
assigned to the office of Attorney 
General Francis X, Bellotti ques- 
tioned Connell some time before 
U.S, Attorney William F. Weld 
convened a grand jury to hear 
testimony on the case approx- 
imately six months ago. 

They said federal investigators 
are moving quickly to secure 
evidence in an effort to issue in- 
dictments within the next two to 
three weeks. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
said Middlesex County District 
Attorney Scott Harshbarger had 
informed him almost year ago 
that a member of the department 
was being interviewed. 

Quinn would not discuss the 
case further except to say that he 
has not been contacted by any 
federal authorities. 

“Since it went over to the U.S. 
attorney, I haven’t heard

anything but rumors,” he said. 

A spokesman for Harshbarger 
confirmed that the DA’s office is 
continuing to cooperate in the 
probe, but would not comment 
further. 

Other Newton police officers 
say they have heard rumors con- 
cerning Connell’s possible in- 
volvement, but add that she has 
refused to discuss the allega- 
tions. 

Connell, the first woman to 
graduate from the State Police 
Training Academy, joined the 
force on Aug. 5, 1973 and became 
the city’s first female police 
sergeant seven years later. 

The government has reported- 
ly issued a flurry of subpoenas in 
the case on the basis of informa- 
tion provided by Gerald W. 
Clemente, a former MDC police 
captain now serving a stiff jail 
sentence for his role in a multi- 
million dollar bank burglary in 
1980. 

Clemente has admitted to 
Ferns a key that enabled 

im to steal civil service exam 
papers and distribute them to 
friends and associates, including 
an aide in the state Legislature. 

Joseph Bangs, a retired MDC 
sergeant, is also assisting the 
government's investigation. He 
was one of six sergeants who 
scored 90 percent or better on the 
same April 1983 exam taken by 
Connell.

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Studying ‘the first suburb’ 


NEWTON CORNER — Resear- 
chers at the Jackson Homestead 
have begun work on what must 
be the largest project they have 
tackled in a long time: an exhibi- 
tion detailing ‘The Evolution of 
an American Suburb.” 


It will deal simultaneously with 
the American suburb as a unique 
species of settlement in the world 
and with the City of Newton as 
the progenitor of that species. 


Asked how a project of this 
magnitude got its start, Duscha 
Scott, executive director of the 
Homestead, said, ‘‘It got started 
by a bunch of us sitting around 
the Homestead thinking, ‘We 
must plan for the Tricentennial.’ 
We thought, ‘What is quintessen- 
tial Newton? What is there about 
the town ...? What are we going to 
do John Eliot for the ninth 
time?” 


Bolstered by a number of 
responses to the city’s annual 
census questionnaire that re- 
quested ‘‘a big exhibit about 
Newton,” Scott and her fellow 
researchers Thelma Fleischman, 
Susan Abele and Malinda Blus- 
tain laid the groundwork for a 
planning grant from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities. 
With the grant in and the plann- 
ing completed, they are now 
working on an implementation 
grant from the same source. 


Scott commented that the ex- 
hibit could be one of the 
Homestead’s best. ‘It should be 
just nifty,” she said. “Some of 
the pictures would bring tears to 
your eyes. They're just 
gorgeous!”” 


Homestead researchers _ will 
also rely on the expertise of some 
outside consultants, including 
Richard Rabinowitz of the 
American Historical Workshop; 
Douglas Thernstrom, an 
historian from Harvard Universi- 
ty; Douglas Johnson, a 
geographer from Clark Universi- 
ty, and Elliott Sclar, from Colum- 
bia University. 


According to the prospectus of 
the planned exhibit, ‘‘This exhibi- 
tion will trace the evolution of the 
American suburb by examining 
the history of Newton, 
Massachusetts, one of the oldest 
residential suburbs in the United 
States. Newton, as a railroad 
suburb, began in the 1840's, when

She said religious prejudice 
outweighs racial prejudice in 
Newton, 

“You don’t really understand it 
until it happens to you and you 
get treated badly,” she said. “It 
hurts,” 

Contestants could use only two 
colors on their bumper stickers 
and Nielsen chose black and 
white. 

“I chose them because they 
really have no color. That way 
you can’t distinguish between 
people, At least that’s the way it 
should be," she said, 

The logo design started with 
Nielsen writing ‘Newton’ in block 
letters. Then she said, “I started 
drawing all these different look- 
ing people hanging and sitting on 
the letters, I didn't plan it - It just 
turned out that way.” 

She also managed to include a 
few animals in the design. ‘‘Well, 
they have rights too,”’ she said 
“Don't they’? They're part of 
almost every family.” 

Nielsen said she’s never won a 
contest before. “I had a funny 
feeling | would win.

Pedestrians 
hit streets 


NEWTON — Police Chief 
William F. Quinn issued a spring 
advisory this week cautioning 
Newtonites about the dangers of 
spring fever. Walkers joggers, 
cyclists, skaters and 
skateboarders are hitting the 
pavement again. 

Throughout the winter months, 
motorists and pedestrians alike 
recognized each other's needs to 
use the roads and each became 
conscious of the others presence, 
With sun and warmer 
temperatures, however, traffic 
patterns and, more importantly, 
traffic awareness seem to have 
decreased, he said. 

By law, bicycles are required 
to heed the same rules of the road 
as automobiles, including travell- 
ing with the flow of the traffic. 
Drivers should be alert to the in- 
creasing numbers of bicyclists. 

Joggers can best be alert to 
traffic around them running by 
against it and. when an 
automobile approaches, the safe 
jogger should move aside the 
chief advised. Drivers need to be 
on the lookout for the jogger who 
has entered a crosswalk or an in- 
tersection at a greater speed than 
that of an average walker. 

As for pedestrians, Quinn ex- 
plained that many walkers are 
now out toe*enjoy the sounds, 
sights, and smells of the season. 
He cited one hazardous situation 
as an example — a mother who 
was pushing her child through 
West Newton in a stroller, rather 
than crossing the street at a 
crosswalk, attempted to walk 
between two parked cars with the 
stroller in front of her. She step- 
ped off the curb before she was 
able to see the oncoming traffic. 
The frightening factor was that 
the child had already been push- 
ed outside the protective area 
provided by the parked cars and 
into the direct path of moving 
cars. 

Another concern is the trend by 
the adolscent community to ride 
skateboards on the streets and 
sidewalks. ‘Skateboarding, 
without a doubt, is a potential 
problem for all of us,'’ said the 
chief. ‘Although there are many 
skilled skateboarders throughout 
the city, courtesy and common 
sense are not as noticable.” 

Skateboarders on the road are 
riding next to vehicles of all sizes 
yet these riders are extremely 
vulnerable, relying mainly on a 
motorist’s awareness for protec- 
tion, Pediatricians and or- 
thopedic specialists have said 
that skateboarding is a_par- 
ticularly dangerous sport 
Especially for the unskilled 

On sidewalks, skateboards are 
a threat to any pedestrian, The 
chief is taking a strong position 
on skateboards and is ar- 
ching the possibility of municipal 
legislation to govern their use 

Chief Quinn concluded by say- 
ing that it makes good sense if 
motorists and foot travellers 
develop an awareness of each 
other.

Mini-vacuums

If the inside of your car is real- 
ly dirty, you may need a full- 
sized vacuum cleaner to clean it. 
But if your car only needs tidying 
up from time to time, a battery- 
powered, hand-held vacuum can 
be a lot more convenient. Of 
course the little vacuums can 
also be used to pick up debris 
spilled inside the home. 

Many of the 10 small, cordless 
models recently tested by Con- 
sumer Reports’ engineers work 
quite well. The rechargeable 
mini-vacuums typically have 
sturdy, shock-resistant plastic 
bodies that are about 14 or 15 in- 
ches long, 3 or 4 inches high and 
weigh less than 2 pounds, 

In addition to a charging stand, 
the small cleaners consist of two 
elements: a motor-handle ele- 
ment that holds the battery anda 
nozzle-collector element that 
sucks up and stores the dirt. 
When not in use, the vacuum 
belongs on its combination bat- 
tery charger/holder, which can 
be mounted on a wall. The 
chargers use little electricity — 
less than 5 watts. 

Incidentally, the engineers 
found that the vacuums perform 
better if their batteries are com- 
pletely discharged and recharg- 
ed now and then. The manufac- 
turers recommend a 16-hour 
charge. 


Good cleaning depends partly , 


on the strength of a small 
vacuum’s suction — the ease with 
which it inhales trash. It also 
depends on how long a vacuum 
cleaner can maintain suction 
without significant drop-off. 

To test’ the vacuums, the 
engineers used each model to 
pick up a variety of substances, 
including those inost often found 
inside cars, such as common dirt 
and debris, as well as household 
spills from potting soil, hair, 
cigarette butts and corn flakes.

Did your pink grapefruit spit 
seeds as well as juice in your eye 
this morning? Don’t curse it, 
plant it. 

Citrus seeds newly separated 
from the pulp that surrounds 
them, should sprout in a couple of 
weeks, and make quite a nice ad- 
dition to your indoor garden. 

We have the word of Califor- 
nia’s top rare fruit grower on 
this, John Riley, co-founder of 
Calltornla Rare Fruit Growers 

ine, 

Any citrus seeds can be handl- 
ed this way. The trick is to plant 
them right away — “right away” 
meaning within five minutes, not 
a half-hour later. The problem is 
simple: Moisture. Seeds should 
not be allowed to dry. 

Not only is it an adventure to 
sow fruit trees indoors, it's also 
the most economical way to ac- 
quire house plants, or an entire 
“urban forest.’” 

Just save the styrene foam con- 
tainers from the butcher shop or 
a fast food restaurant such as 
MacDonald’s, and fill them with 
a sterile soil mix, and you're all 
set to plant. Be sure to keep them 
moist but without standing water 
that will encourage seedling 
fungus diseases. 

Riley went into some techni- 
ques of propagating rare and sub- 
tropical fruits from seed. Here is 
a bare bones outline: 

Moisture: Irrigation water 
should have a pH factor between 
5.5 and 7 (that's just slightly 
acid.) If you have rainwater 
available, that's great. De- 
ionized water is okay. But never 








use the ‘‘soft water’’ that’s been 
through residential water 
softeners; the ion exchange is alt 
wrong. 

Gas exchange: This is an im- 
portant factor in seedling 
development, Riley noted. Plant 
growth is limited by a low C02, 
and greenhouse operators 
sometimes have to pipe carbon 
dioxide into their glass houses. 
(If your seedlings seem to be 
stunted, try breathing on them a 
little...) Also, the underground 
parts of any plant need oxygen. If 
you have waterlogged soil pro- 
blems, pour a little hydrogen 
peroxide around the roots, he

Temperature: Seeds of warm 
tropical plants germinate at 
about 85 degrees F., or higher. 
Sub-tropical seed germination is 
best at 75 degrees F., or higher, 
while seeds from temperate zone 
plants will germinate at lower 
temperatures. So take a quick 
peek at your plant en- 
cyclopaedia, and find out where 
your plants originated. 
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Growing medium: There’s a 
wide variety of materials used as 
a ‘‘growing medium,’’ for 
sprouting seeds, and anything 
that works is OK, Riley said — 
provided it’s sterile. Every effort 
should be made to keep all pro- 
pagating equipment as sterile as 
a hospital surgery. 

Riley himself uses a formula 
that’s three parts perlite, one 
part vermiculite, one part 
screened sand, and a teaspoon of 
polymerized starch, The starch, 
he says, ‘‘makes lumps of f jello”

Add cranberry-orange 
sauce, vanilla extract and 3 
tablespoons bourbon to butter 
and egg-sugar mixture, beat at 
medium speed until blended. 

At low speed, gradually beat 
in flour mixture, then beat at 
medium speed until blended. . 
Pour batter over fruit mixture 
and mix by hand with large 
wooden spoon. Turn batter into 
prepared pan. Bake in oven for 
3 hours or until a cake tester in- 
serted in center and near inner 
tube comes out clean. Cool com- 
pletely. 

Remove cake from pan, peel 
off brown paper. Sprinkle top 
with remaining three tables- 
poons bourbon, wrap cake 
securely in plastic wrap and 
then foil. Store in tightly 
covered container in cool place 
for at least two weeks. Or 
freeze. Sprinkle with additional 
bourbon, brandy or rum during 
storage time, 

This kitchen-tested recipe 
makes one 6%4-pound cake, 25 
(3-inchs by 3%-inchs by ¥%-inch) 
slices or 50 (3-inchs by 1%4-inchs 
by 42-inch) slices. 

Note: If you wish to present 
cake whole, glaze surface: In 
small saucepan heat % cup light 
corn syrup to boiling, brush all 
over cake.

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Sherman sweeps top honors

NEWTON — Sometimes an 
event's significance depends 
upon your perspective. Driving to 
the store is big with a capital B 
for a 16-year-old with a newly ac- 
quired license. For the 33-year- 
old who's been driving for years, 
it’s just another chore in a day. 

Athletic banquets can be the 
same way. An athlete in his or 
her first year of competition 
views the banquets one way, a 
four-year performer another. An 
athletic director who’s seen 
seven or eight of them go by br- 
ings yet another perspective, but 
he’s still a lot more enthusiastic 
than the people serving the food 
or cleaning the tables. 

But Wednesday night at 
Newton’s American Legion Post 
440, there was a banquet that 
everybody knew was a little dif- 
ferent. There was an extra spark 
to the night, a moment worth cap- 
turing. 

For every once in a great 
while, an athlete comes througha 
school and does things that peo- 
ple are still talking about years 
later. 

Sometimes that athlete doesn’t 
receive his proper due until too 
much time has passed, but in Jeff 
Sherman’s case, the Newton 
Catholic faithful wanted to make 
sure he realized how much he’s 
meant to the athletic program 
over the past four years. 

Sherman walked off with the 
Most Valuable Player Award for 
basketball, and the male version 
of the Outstanding Athlete 
Award, but the tribute paid to 
him went well beyond that. After 
all, every year there is an MVP 
and an Outstanding Athlete. 

But there isn't a jersey retired 
at every banquet, nor is there the 
presentation of a basketball 
which sailed through a hoop for 
someone’s 1,000th point. 

With 1,152 points, Sherman is 
the only basketball player in 
Newton Catholic history to crash 
that magic barrier, It’s only fit- 
ting then, that he became the 
first Lancer athlete to have his 
number retired. No one will ever 
have to deal with the pressure of 
wearing number 50 and trying to 
live up to the standards he set 

Athletic Director and basket- 
ball coach Don Dabenigno made 
the presentation. On the field of 
battle, he knows Sherman as well 
as anyone, having coached him 
for four years in basketball and 
three in baseball 





“This is the easiest choice I’ve 
had,” Dabenigno said of his pick 
for hoop MVP. 

The points are always the most 
visible thing in basketball, but 
Sherman did it all for the 
Lancers. He holds no less than 16 
individual game, season and 
career records, covering just 
about every offensive category. 
He led the Catholic Suburban 
League in scoring two straight 
seasons, and was the Most 
Valuable Player as a senior. 

The team’s 16-2 record and 
berth in the North Division 3 
semifinals this year were the best 
in school history. 

In baseball, the 6-5 Sherman 
led his club to a tournament berth 
last year, and made the All-Star 
team. He’s a virtual shoo-in to 
repeat this year, despite making 
the transition to the outfield mid- 
way through the year. An 
outstanding defensive first 
baseman, he agreed to the switch 
in order to strengthen several 
positions on the team. 

Just in case his hitting and 
fielding weren’t enough, Sher- 
man has been one of the club’s 
two aces (with Frank Battista) 
on the mound. The hard-throwing 
lefty is among the league leaders 
in earned run average and 
strikeouts. 

Sherman’s female counterpart 
in the Outstanding Athlete 
category was Joanne Abruzzi, for 
her work in softball and 
volleyball. She was the MVP of 
the latter squad, which won the 
league championship. 

A four-year starter, two-year 
All-Star and league MVP as a 
senior, Abruzzi was called ‘our 
most consistent player,’’ by 
Coach Rose Bertucci. 

Tronically, Abruzzi is half of 
another NC family tandem, as 
her brother Nick plays for the 
baseball squad. 

The third of the major trophies, 
which were saved for the end of 
the festivities, was the Scholar- 
Athlete Award. Cheerleader 
Patricia Flaherty was the reci- 
pient of that unique honor, given 
annually to the senior athlete 
with the highest grade-point 
average. Flaherty ranks third in 
her class 

Also on the academic side of 
things, Maura Prince was given 
the annual Shirley Leger Scholar- 
ship, awarded to a senior girls’ 
basketball player who is going on 
to college. Prince was also the 
basketball team’s Unsung Hero
